Mr. EnrroR ; As there has been considerable dia« 

cuiiision ill the public prints relative lo the accom- 
modatinn of ihe ofTicers on board of the United 
Stales ship Ohio, I would a*k your indolReiu <• nl ihe 
adnii.'ision of the tollowiiig reimrks in the Army and 
Navy Chronicle. 

I do not believe that any of tbe ofltccreofthe 
Ohio dnnbted itif ri«ht (under Ihe prencnt regiila* 
lions) ol ("'Mn. 'f'^ll ] n.i«(-rsinf; tlic r- 'iiri of Ihe spar 
deck, and C-ipl. >nu!h that of the one Qu the upper 
gun>deck ; but calculalcil, in case there was n» o.'*« 
to occupy these cabins but thcmsetveSf rallier than 
force them (the lieutenants) to occupy so unpleasant 
sle"])io;; ap:irtmeiiis as they now do, lliat they would 
04 copy one cabin, leaving Ihe other for the lieuten* 
ants and other olficers of the mess. But after all, this 
tvould be but aa act of courtesy, and such slioukl not • 
he the esse ; the apartments ol^aH the officers of the 
(liiT rt ii! c lasses cd ve.-ecl-. s!,oii'it Ik' tlxt'il l)y h:!c, 
•iiiJ itui. by regulations, *iiiliji'Ct to ihe whuii<> uf Uie . 
hisjhcr oHiccr* of the service, to suit their fanciful 
ideas; and in forming a Board lo draw up this code, 
let one be taken from each respective grade.

thoee who do not keep a watch ; in opposition to 
fbie, I will only advance one reason, (though there 
miitht be many,) and it is this: their (the lieutenants) 
choice is projfr«*sjve, as a lieutenant In one eruisc 
may he Oie junior, in (he next llie tliiitl, in Iho nfM 
the eenior lieutenant, so their accoinincxiauuns im 

Cotre as they advene* in rank. Not «<> wiili ihi- 
ler», theirs la permanent; when once their apart- 
ments a-re decided on, they or other* of the name 
rank ji i lUv i v^ to ccnpy the same room. Besides, 
young lieutenants jusl Iroro the steerage ^'di& better 
Cipeble of eeeosoMdattng themselves to the incon- 
Ventenoe of mome peise«iing less comfort, than 
others cen. f ht»e often sy mpalhiied with the chap- 
lains, when I have heard them ^ive a description of 
their rooms on board of a (rigate. It is the after 
State room ; the bulk head does not c;o cniiicly up lo 
Ihn deek, but there is space left fur the circle (on 
which the tiller moves) to ijo directly over his he.nl; 
and thus he not only ff ;'','.'» the iiiusic of the tiller, 
but is in danger of ti:i\ ins his brain* knocked out; 
whereas, if this room was ot tupi' <1 by one who has 
just undergone the eomfuna ol a steerage, he would 
not aind them; ferae he Corns on his bed tndMetses 
the tiller, he can exclaim, " thank my itav^ this is 
not always to be my lot." Not so with the diep« 
lain; he h.is no such b.ippy con-^otatioft. ^ With all* 
due deference, 1 would sUKt?c»l the followfnif man- 
ner in which the choice of rooms should be made.viz:"

It appeara lo be an in* 
clined plane, falling iuipf rceptibl y liom ifiesea shore

lenee of the sea breeze, or (ra<le winds. 

There are also ffood tract* of land on lite New ri- 
rer, and a great boily of U on Indian river, both on 
ttip Ail.iiiiic side o( tlu> pciiitisula ; and near this last 
river, on St. Lucie's Jound, another settlement 
ahould be matle. This section of country, being 
within the influence of the Ma atmosphere, ahouUl 
be healthy ; fiih ebottnd In Ihe Hvera and eoundj 
abcxit, u I in line perhaps is plenty In tlie coutiiry.

and Spanish fishermen, and boatmen ft om the bttmU 
jales: while the two aenlomenta nnore in the mte- 
^or of tho cuuntry, with a military catabiishmeut

bo in a position to conlrui the Indians. 

I have, like yourself, arrived at the conclusion 
thai the war with Ihe Seminole ludiaits can be ter- 
minated in a shorter time, and at trtg cost, by an 
armed occupation ol the country, ihju by aconlinu- 
ooco of a re^nlai mode oi wailtire. tJur armies h.ive 
be^n for years •engaeed in hunimvup, purMiin^, and 
killine a few Indiaos la each campaign ; and, 
ju Uin« from the aucc«w we have already had, it 
will tiko five or ten years longer to kill olf those 
that still remain, and seem determined to remain, in 
Iho country. The establishment of niilil.<ry colonies 
on the otberhaiidtWiU change the system of warfare. 
Instead of the white men fichtlnK the Indians in 
their r. iuiral fortresses, the Indians will have to 
come out and altjcit the whites within ih^ir lines of 
defence, and where Ihe skill and intelli-' rn e oC the 
cIvMixed man can have iu influence. We <itiall act 
on the defeoaivo ; and exfwrlonco teaches us that we 
•re belter at repelling an invasion than in making a 
conquest. The Indians will certainly attack our set- 
llcmoiits, and in each confliLt. .mil in e.ich ^nccei d- 
Ine y«ir» Will lost* more men than have Irfllen be- 
fore onr heavy columns marching through thoconn- 

This is Ihe way that the western country was woo 

from the savages uf th;;l r< t;ion. Tlie pioi.eeis to 
the west pitched their ramps and built their block- 
hoiiaes through the country, and then fonijht a little 
and worked a I'tiie. until the Indians, fiiidinx that 
they could 1.01 dnlodge Ihe white men. pulled up 
flakes ttK'ni>«clve4, aiiij retired beyond the Mi-»i<?ippi. 

And ao will the Seminole Indians act, lor they 
cannot alwde in the smic country with the white 
man. As loon as they find thai the white men have 
set themselves down n'-ar their ravorite heonta, and 
are determmed to hold >ii i It " country thrpii«h 
aoioaer and through winter, and for ever,tbey will, 
•Iter repaotoU unwicccsiral tfforfa to deatroj or drlTi 



ofTthe settler's, in suhrni-ision to their destiny, 9or- 
i-cniler to tlie white iuau, and ask to u„- removed to 
the west. 

The proposed system of operations will have the 
advantai^e, too, orsetlllnf the country while the war 

progres^fes, and by Ihe time f'mt the Indians have ' 
retired from the country it will be nader cultivation, 
.ind in a state to ;i Imit at uncv ol u s;i«' it iiillux of 
population. Whereas, under the present order of 
tliinj^s, the immediate theatre of action will be ran- 
dered still more desolate as the war oootinoos ; and 
Ihe adjacent districts being also drained of their re> 
soiiici'<, (lif couiiliy will not be in a condilioti lore, 
ceive a body of cinis;ranta for t»vclve or eighteen 
months after the Indiana have been cut ot), or have 
been reinovod 10 their new country beyond the Mia* 
siiisippi.

an interpreter, as follows : 

Father! I address you according to the covenant 
friendaliip of our forefAihers. After yours hid In* 
i.roiised mid become greater than mino* yolir grOOt 
1 hipfs were to be f.iiliers to my people. I am pleased 
iij siy tli ii Irom lli.il lime Io ihe present, thi* cove- 
nant ol InemUliip ha* been kept sacred. I am par. 
tieularly pleased to tind that you, though young and 
jui't raised to be the lather of a great nation, conde- 
scend to notice your red children also. You kind- 
ly invitv.i IO >ii;io .uid «iiuike the pipcof peace with 

yon. wliich we ii>ivt> now done.

One other, how- 
cvrr, »-h.ill be given, becS'H'-'''. ni frfqnrrit cunvcrsa- 
tions on the state of discipline in the navy, this has 
itol, so far as we recollect, been ciled as having hail 
any influence on iliile effect has unquestionably beeo 
very deleterious.

The a(?vanta£r*.s resultine from uni/omi/jf |o the 
parts of Biiiall-arms have been pniiiteil out, as 
dnncf<i by Ibe pei f'M-i pmi lit w'liJi liir fj/inries at 
Harper's Ferry and Spriui^tield have arrived. In 
Bnfland, the Rreateat atlention is paid to the uni- 
formity of their oriliinnce; an*! the ronMrueiion of 
carriaee.i for the dillereltl •neciea of artillery tacon- 
si<|piec! of no le*s importauce than the con^Iructioii 
of the pipces thfmselves. It is not only necessary 
Ibtta piece of ordnanceshould bemoilefleciual with 
the least quantity of materials, as refarda its own 
projectile power, but it is also requitile that It should 
be !<o 9upi)orteil, adjustt'il, and arrange«l, as to have its 
fire repeated the greatest possible number of times in 
e Riven interval, and ib.ii it may be directed, remov- 
ed.and transferred from place to place with the great- 
est facility ; and when we conMder the enormous 
mass of some of Ihe l.»ri;«T ordn.iiiLf, and llie very 
considerable weii^ht ot aotue ui the iiitsdiuui pieces, 
we m^y be convinced that much scope is given the 
practicnl artillerist to construct carriages that shall 
possess advantages peeuHarto the service for which 
anv iu r |>r>:icd piece of ordnance is intended, and tint 
the subject, in a military point of view, ik of tiit: 
greatest consequence. The uniformity observed in 
Ibe British nianufaclure has been carried to such a 
degree of perfection^ that in the construction of 
carriasjes, not only the whole of ovcry complete car- 
riage for any specified piece haiithc same weight aud 
dimensions, but the several parts of the same, from 
the kcgeitto the most minute, only difier from etch 
4ither in the flmallest possible degree.t In France, 
too, the advantages and Importance of establishing 
vm/ormiitf in the fabrication of ordnance have been 
filler' demonstrated. Before ilie time of Napoleon. 
•Veiy tnenai had its different plans and nroportions, 
•o that pieces nominally of Ihe same calibre seemed 
to belong to different nation<:. or to be intended for 
different purposes; tiiiiicrealed ttic [greatest confusion, 
And especially in battle, when trains of ai iillery were 
collected from different places. The genius of one 
men, however, brought order out of chaos, by the 
establishment of a system of itniformify, nndor such 
strict regulations, that in n little while precision in 
all parts of the gun and carriage uru ctiried to Ibe 
f^teet degree of perfection. 

The erosdng of the Alps by the French nrnT is 
fhf nio-^t sirikinp instance of the adv^ntag-c whii ii 
EOav be derived from a system of uiiifurmity '\n the 
construction of artillery. For many ujffs, the timid 
contemplation of those mighty barriers had ranked 
BuMilbtre heroic expedition ecrose end down their 
ineomi»eb«ui*ble beighte end ebytiee auonf tbe fa-

bilious wonders of anli<jui(y. To Napoleon it WM 
reserved to excel even the exploit of the Carlbagea- 
ian ) and the traveller is lost in wonder and eatoniab* 
inent, who trace.* the sfepa of the youn^ hero wheie 
he crossed the (jireril St. lieriiard with oiie hundred 
Iboii.^-aiid warriurs, nn<l, like Ihe dark clouds wbicJl 
he met on its summit, surcharged with lightning aad 
thunder, burst, with overwhelming desolulhM, OS 
the fair provinces of Italy ! 

The wish of the First Consul was to make t 
speedy ct>nqu('.''t of Ilaly, by falling suddenly on the 
Austrians, and attacking them, unawares, Irum all 
the openings of the Alps, through most of which, 
the artillery, with more or less trouble, might hate 
followed the army. But it was generally oelievAl 
that the Great St. Hernard pro«ented an iiisuperatkle 
obstacle. The pas.s.i;,'e was hut little known, aad 
the success of the undertaking forbade bofh fUCOe* 
noitring and the employment of pioneers. It wpfUM- 
ed , at first, impossible to transport the ordnance »• 
cross tfie mouutains; but the artillery was di .uiDin- 
ted piecemeal. The iron parts were packed in box- 
es ; the wbeeli. limbera, utletrees, beams, cheeks, 
and Inmoai were separately carried on poUaordrag* 
ged on aleds. The ti unks of hr tress were hollowed 
out into troiiy;h's, and the cannon secured in them, 
and drawn up the btlherto inaccessible heights, t>j 
hundreda of men, aceofding to the dittetilttee to kt 
overcome. 

The exertions of a whole battalion were nects* 

sary to carry u{) a single pun; but, encouraged by 
the animating voice of their young leader, the ta*k 
was accoinpiisbed} and, from the top of the highest 
glacier, the pieces were let slide down the oecliti- 
ties, amid Ihe abouts of the whole army ! 

The result is wtli known , but success wai 
owing to the system of uniformity which had been 
introduced into the coutnictioo of the oninance, by 
which alone the pieces were capable of being takee i 
apart, " piecemeal," end afterwards refitted end re- '

But, bedides the vdvaiitages which would accrue 
by the establishment of a national foundry for iba 
mannfaeturittg of ordoaitce, Ihere are other conside* 
rations which equally dcmonstrafe its iinporfance. 

The improvements which are daily making in the 
application of steam as a motive power, and t^ com* 
plete success which has attended ite eiperimental 
application to all the purposes of sea- voyages, 
must iiPces.^arlly proiliice iioporfant re = ii;ts, Tfi« 
wltule inariliiue world will be more or le»s atrccltd 
by those changes ; and every nation engaged Incoin- 
merco, or protending to maintain ber rank, will bars 
to call to the aid of her naval iorvlM riean-TCasets 
of every description, Irom |bc UEbtCal boat to, tbs 
heaviest steam-battery. 

To nu-i t the changes in naval warftre which niu*l 
inevitably ensue, and especislly to provide for the 
defence of our own coasts aad narbors, a large stip' 
ply of engine?, boilers, and machinery will speedily 
have tu be provided j and in llie opinion of the com- 
mittee, this can be affected in no way more effectu- 
ally than by the cetablisbment of a naiionai fouoilij* 
with a capability of being enlarged, should Ibe ia> 
creasing requireincni? need it. 

From a consideration of all the foregoing circmn- 
stances, the committee are entirely convinced tb>t 
tfie estabiiehment of a national foundry is not oai| 
appropriate and expedient, but oAsohtM^ ucmiofir. 

The next questions which hrise are Upon wli*t 
scale should such »n egtabUshmeiit be made I and 
wheie should it be located, best to subserve the pub- 
lic interests, and to secure, in Ihe greatcot de|r*a 
every possible facilily for the notional defence i 

The principal ohj< rt's to be nf'nined by the eslib* 
iisbment of a iialjonal lunndry being to afford everf 
facility for making oxpeninenla in the maoufactiiK 
and efficiency of ail kiiMls of ordnance ; to test 1^ 
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i^ .iitties of various metals, and their combinalions ; 
tu establish « strict uniformiiy In the qaality, size, 
mod diinensfoot of cutis and shot of every particular 

calibre ; to make tlie conntiy inde|)eiideiit, and se- 
cure it ai^ninat aoy eiut:r^uiicy ; to provide as speedi- 
ly as possible lor the coiornoii delence, by tiiruistiiiig 
•ur forts with proper ■rmBmenuii our navy with Itic 
moet |»c*ftct eei»noii» aad ewh sjtd every Stat* and 
Tetritory with a due proportion of Iielil picccs, the 
committee are of opinion that a tuuiulry, tu lie tinlio:i- 
al in character, and to be adequate to all the piirpostii 
Mopoaed, ehMild be establishetl upoa a liberal scale. 
It is not to be eipected that a national foundry, »uf- 
fin- ritly extensive anti powotfiil fo supply all the 
wants of the seivice, can he liruiii;til into operaii<)n | 
for several years— nor is it necessary ; bin to cllect j 
•AV uselul patpose, and to enable the Governuietit 
to increase its supplies r«pon any sudden emergency, 
judicious prov;?^io;t should be made in the beginning 
ns to the cxtr lu uitd eligibility of the site and the 
plan and arrangement ol the works. The site should 
be sufficiently extensive, not only lor ibe present 
purposes, but for all future operations ; for, according 
to the report nfthe Ordnance depaittnent, "the limit- 
ing ul liic jMircha^e ol Un*\ for public works to a umall 
quantity, and barely sutficient lur the pur|>ose^ iinm - 
diately contemplated, bas, not unfrequently , pruved 
greatly dlsadvanta^ous to the public interesc.** *

water. In particuler situations, where luel is sa-| 
perabundan?, steuni-power may be usfd ; but it re- 
quires A coiuplex machinery lor its production, and 
is at all times liable to acciilinl and inti n uiitKui^ ; 
its economy, under the most tavorablt; cii cuinstances, 
depenihi on the extent to which it is applied, or Ibe 
aumber of engines it puts in motion. For purpoees 
which will admit of a concentration of power, when 
lilosjlf; fiij^ine ran l)f n^t'ii, and wficn fu'! >h';iji 
and at command, it may be as economical, though 
MM So sale, as waler-power; but when the power 
required is auxiliary to the labors of man, and is 
necessarily distributed through several seperate de« 
pirlmenls or works, water power is not only the

■OS* enconomical. 

As to the extent, plan, and arnuigemeiit of the 
btiHdin^f. they should be so exteoslve as at onee fo

If our militia is to be relied upon as our main bul- 
wark of defence at home, it most be placed la that 
condilion that Will render it efficient, or we shall 
find it in llie hour of trial Int a broken slaflT. The 
parades pertodicalty held by viiluc of law are looked 
QponasBomany unprofifable burdens on Ibe mass, 
who are called out to afford an opportunity for the 
officers to display tticlr holiday attire, mnfSe the more 
conspicuous by its contrast with the rags and latter^ 
•f fbe boBoraUo privates. 

That some portions of o\ir militia — <ucli as volun- 
teer companies and regiinenta in tlic larpe cities — 
will bear a coiupaiison withveierau reguUi«, weai c 
wUHag to admit; hot Ihejr form only a small portion 
of the whole. It is the main l>ody of the people who 
need military insttuction and discipline, and tu 
make this altaiuable tbe system muat be rendered 
pepolar.

The appointment ot meritorious cilizern of (he 
United State* (o the rank of lieutenant in the army, 
aeenw to ba necessary, and there Is very little doubt 
it would be a f^ood thing, if done upon some settled 
principle of justice, or of general utility, as a re- 
wanl of per-or.al cli.ir.icl*>r, prcjwes'* and br,^- 

very, a tribute (o distinguished (amily service, and 
acknowledged individual ineiit, or upon some uni- 
fcrm (est of phyaical fitaeai^ with eiiaeDca ot eapa> 
city and qualification* equal to the ttatlon of an offi- 
cer in the line of the army. 

- It has long been ailinitted that some meant) should 
be adoptcil to bring into the army better materiai for 
iu rank and file. I am sute nothing in the way of 
pay will do it. No pay that the Government will 

give its soldiery, will iiwluce good .-\ inrricaii cili • 
sent,' of proper physique and moraU, to juin the ar- 
my in time of pe,ice. A number ol otiiiers, and 
aome of high rank, are of the opinion tha'. the good 
of onr army would ba Taatly promoted if the well 
-learned ana meritorintis ?oIiIiPr ■should have gmran 
teed to him the chance ol arriving to the diitniclion 
of a commission. That vi ifr-tn and highly distin- 
guished officer, General GAi^Eii, has advanced some 
gMd opinloiif iy thii imtt«r» pethape «arri«d iba 



subject rather too far. But much, very much, mijht 
b ' giithered from this, and other old and valued Otfl- 
cers o( the servii:e on tliis iiiti-resting subject. Ili«a 
good idea, the jtutice and great utility of which, over 
the praaent method of making ealactipna for a com* 
tni!4«iion, cannot be doubted by any conversant with 
the army. I am at a loss, as well as hundreds of 
others, to know upun what principle or rule ltir<« 
selection* have recently been made : whether lur 
tha great good of the service, the gratification of 
aome personal ambiliun, or the dawning of BOOM la- 
tent genius discovered by the extraordinary aeumei 
and great hihoi of the exaniining BcKtrd at \Vashii15- 
ton. i ihink it will be found that these appouit- 
nicnta, aia whole, will not be likely to improve the 
military, or alavala tha character of thaearvica very 
immediatply. 

1 would not wishlo be unch rstood as meaning any 
disrexpect to these young gentlemen, or casting any 
Imputaiion upon the pro«pectiva valna of aome of 
thaw to tha amy. But surely ano«gh baa bssa 
seen to condemn the present humbng mode of mtk* 
ing otiil lifiilenan'-;. One would *np(io«f", ftom 
heanng so much about the linard at Washington fur 
the examinaliou of applicants for appointment in the 
army, that ll really meant aomethiog, that i( had 
some common ifense application. It is anfversally 
admitlcd, I believe, out ol Washington city, thai (he 
Board, or Boards, lo whom the examintt^ion ut ap- 
plicants has been committed, have been very incom- 
petent, 1 will not say lo their duties, for no one 
krtow* what they are, but to make, even, middling 
selections for this rather peculiar station, or have 
been opcr;iting under "ome rxtr.incoii» influencr. 
True it is, and gratil^ying indeed, that sonie fine 
looking y wuiig men have joined tiie army from this 
board, of apparently good menial capacity and lair 
acqiiireinents. And ?oine of the age of innuhood; 
some, whose heads are slightly gri/.zlcJ with ;>;:(•; 
BOnje, mere boys of so venteen, and «>lhers, more l i )- 
ish. All this, with the promulgated edict of ilia 
bead of the War Department in bis citation, that 
" provided you (the ranHidale) are 21 years of age, 
and not more than 25, and are not a married man." 
One of these got a leave of aljfcncc before he had 
served a haU vear with his regiment, to leave ths 
army in tba field, and go home tn sell Is liit domesiic 
concerns consequent upon the death of hia wife.

We sincerely 
trust Hint this course will not be considered as a pert 
or a presumptuous one. if this production, or IM 
predcc<?ssor, have that appearance, they certainly »re 
not correct transcripts of our feelings. Our ideas ea 
this aubject have not been basiily conceived, asr 
have tliey been r\j r' ssrd for any vniti or frivoloot 
purposes. 1 hty arc llie rcfull* ol years of altentiv* 
consiikriition, .nnd of a fervent desire to rciulcr this 
valuable iusutulion still wore valuable to the coiw* 
try. 
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If Ihe few ramtriu which we have made, perUin- 
iiif t« th« Watt Point Academy, shouM call ihe at- 

tentTnn of its enlighted friends to die subjt-cf, and 
ahould induce them to discuas, in their own minds, 
and among each other, Ihe propriety of adopting our 
Mig^aeUoM, we will here eocenpliahed ali wit had 
hoped for. We write neither for tboae who think 
tbo Acedemy so p;oo(I as to t>e incapable of improve-

their dignity. We write (or those graduates of the 
Military Academy who are not I'rcjndict'd in it« | 
favor a>j to consider it the "gi«ausi place in the' 
world," and who still, when reference is made to 
ttM enbjeci, always feel a manly, nay» an cnthusi^lc 
pride in bein^ greduatee of that fntlitnllon ; who al- 
ways look tipon it ni the " fjrund nntional military 
school " ot Itte couuUy, as oiic in wliich isectionfl 
of that wide-spread country are i «-[)re!(t>iilcd, and in 
which these representatives receive an education 
that enable! them to serve with efficleney end ho- 
nor in the army of their country- Hrsidcs, our re- 
marks are intended to elicit ihe notice ol tliosc of 
its dislinfjuished civil lViiMid^«, whoso weicjlit ol cli.>- 
recter will enable them to take measures tor its iia- 
provemenC. 

it will be borne in mind that we have olijocted to 
the entire sacriAce o( practical xlraif^ie in*triiclio:i 
to lf!'l{'Ml drill. Indi-rd, wo I. ike tiiij oci a-don to 
expre^ our decided opinion that, in the whoio of (he 
Seadereic courso at West Point, loo much attenliun 
IS given io theory, far too little lo practice. In (he 
article of surveying, for examplc, the cadet is sur- 
fiMtf I with the theory of it; but an hour or two of 
two or three days in the second year, (in the field,) 
ia tbe most that he spends in acquiring a pracliol 
knowledge of this useful branch of science. We 
think that every cadet of the third class should, in 
hi'* piiipi r turn, bo rccinireJ to take Ilit> rioce<Mry in- 
struments into the field, and unaided, in the pre- 
aence of the Professor, apply repofttedly ell the prin* 
ciples of surveying; and then everf cadet would 
leave the Academy a good practical anrveyor, who 
could at any lime, and witlion' c >n-ii It.Ation with any 
one else, and wiiltoat reference to his bookn. reailiiy 
Md Moorately determine Uto OQinber of acrei in 
My fives piece of land. 

And with regard to all themttheraaUcalbranehee, 
Che in«(ruc(io;i hliouM be "f a more praclic-il ch^irac- 
ler. The pian of " giving out " extras shuuld be 
mors resorted to, for the purpose of ascertaining that 
the cadet thorooKhly understands, and can apply 
what he recites. If Im were gone over, and there 
were more application of principU <<, we thlttk it 
would be intlouely belter for ttiu cadet. 

Concerning natural philosophy and chemi!>try, we 
Imvo prodMly tlie same remark* to make. The ve- 
ry seelesi tiw intelligent gentlemen at the head of 
ihsiS departments certiUnty iri'tke tbt- Ii ->t ofthe^rc- 
aent mode ot instruction.

lUii Uiii iH it «oi't of an episode from our snbjcct- We 
had assigned to ourselves a discussion ol tlie purely 
professional instruction given at Weal Point. Sojno 
unre6ectins: persons may think there Is nooae in teach- 
ins; c;i'let» the duties of giralti^'^ls, u hicb are pt iierai- 
\y pcrfonueu by major generals and ulhcr hi^l) olliceni, 
which (hose who enter Ihe army as second lieuten> 
ante can hardly hope ever to become. They ny 
the graduates will never be higher In militsry rank 
• ha'} the lowest field officer, nnder the »tin;[ frivor*- 
blo circumstances of promotion. Then v.hy teach 
them the profound and cuniplicated principles of 
straUgyl Tiicy will act nearly %ll their lives in 
a subordinate capacity. Then it is only necessary 
for them to know a little factio. Such views are 
almost too absnrd to be noticed; bnl fearinp leit 
ihijir appafcni and external plausibility mwy impo«o 
on even some sensible men, we will tiriefly answer 
tbeiH. 

We would simply a-^k if it is important to know 
only a little lactic<«, if the graduates are to serve 
nearly nil ilieir lives as sidiiHerns, why do they 
study that long and abstruse course o/ $iudjfiU all? 
II Ibe views <ii the little (actics-men are correct, why 
not merely buy Scott's Tactics, study it two or three 
monthx, and then go to commanding men? Yet all 
will ;[ ht !he petli i t ab-^uidily of such a course a3 
llii^ - \^ Im would be so illiberal, so owl-eyed, as to 
restrict tbe education of codets to such contemptible t 
limits, under the suppoeilioo that Ibey will never be 
high officers. Allowing, for arguioent'a sake, that 
they will never be hi;;her tlian captains, still no 
men of sense will deny the necessity of some practi- 
cal atrategic instruction. Hhy, In our service, we 
aee even aecood lieutenants entrusted with responsi- 
ble commands, and required to plan attacks on the 
enemy. 

Uut it id uUciJy unphilosophical, nay, absurd, to 
proceed upon the supposition that the graduate of 
the Military Academy wilt net All any particular 
office, on aeeosnt of fta elevation. We know the 

aci i ieniH of service, and we know Ibaf, in a war 
with a civilised foe, (he officer who is captain to-day 
may be general to-morrow. Therefore, in carrying 
on an institution for tbe education ofofhcers, wise 
men will aaaumo and will go upon the principle that 
the hnnddtst per.«on In tbe Academy may, one day 
or other, be couimandti-in i lii< f. Uiil the most iin- 
[iorli[it and beneficial re^nll that can accrue from 
the drilling of the cadets in strategy, will be the en- 
larking and liberalizing the mind. They will learn 
to think for tlietnsel ve;* Their inlellccts will net 
then ojierate in a cerl.uii LedUij channel, with re- 
gard to inilil.irv mailt rs, bnt will be able to diverge 
from it, according to their own volition. The work- 
inga and combinations of their minds will then vary 
with circuniitance*. There will be no liability of 
tlirir iheti bavin,' a certain set of rules, which they 
will apply to all casei. They will Ibeo be good 
planners, as well as eiecutors of plana. Certain 
plans and systems of attack and defence, and of lha 
dispojiition of troops, by the cadets acting aaofficeta* 
will he warmly discussed in the corps, and will be 
comba'ted or defended by the different cadets, ac- 
curdiog to their varioua opinions. And instead of 
tlis dead ealn which ii toe apt to pervade tbe corpa, 
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with reference to DilUttry matters, all would be In- 
lerest aiiH inlelleetaal excitement. Thnf the cene* 

ral it* WL-W as tin- tuililary inirid (so to *]n .it<^ woiilil 
be improved jiul in vi<;orateil. There HOul*i then l>e 
a much higher dpjrrec or iiiteltectail eultiTtllon in 
tbe corfw than there is at present. 

As we said before, we would bare the principles 
of permitu iit niul fifl ! (oi tificntion |iiiii;lit in the 
fielil. ll Mutit<l iiil<i very llllie 'u tlic expense, and 
infinitely to ih* profesaional linowi«<l|{e anit akill ot 
tbe ciiiets. 

There is one hint which we must not forfet to of- 
fer, whii h is. that every cornniaiuier-in -chief shf^niii 
hand to tlie l'ro!t *!»or of Knglneerin^ a ktnd ol reporl 
or journal oliii-t battles, canipaii;!!. nr march, (an the 
case might be,} embodying with hi« own individual 
report those of his inferiors.

Over, cadets, in this way, wnuld mquiie a readiness 
in compoitiiion, especially in maklnc military re- 
ports, a l iculty of va#t iitlHly to the officer.

Suished and able head of the moral philosophy athi 
tetorical department baa introduced the practice ot 
requirini; the cad«l« to compose. The advantage and 
necessity of this course are too self-evident to re* 
quire r»ri;utncnt to ^lunv ttn rn. 

While on this subject, we would observe, that if a 
literary society could he engrafted on the Academy, 
atid the nerformaDce of its duties could Im made a 
part of tno exercises of the institution, we thtnic it 
Would 1)0 (irixlwcliv «> cnhf most bfUcfn rfs'ill^.

FLORIDA CAMPAIGN— 1837. 
Xatmet from Ihejrrivotf fournof o/a tate field officer. 

January 27, 1?37. — W c m ircheJ early this morn- 
ins^, ar.d aftifr praceetiiiii; about 5 iniles, beiran lo 
take calile, nnd by (he close of (he dny had secured 
liMrly 800 head ; wo aiao took 800 Indian poniM, 
•om« of which wer« foaded wtth dried be«r, and the 
koun-tee root, whiuh the Seiriinotes for lircml, 
in place ofthe com which they u»ed lo raite In (imet 
of peaco ; ihU tc MwetiniM alao called Ih^ cherry* 
brio^ root. , 

Oar advance waa enc«fed wtth a party of Indiana 
%rA Hf'^roes; and Hr-rijcint MaiIi*on, an orderly of 
Gen. Jesiip, was seal to give iutormation to (he 
main t>ody ; he took a tvron|; (tail, and was killed, 
three batia bavin];; paaaed throitieh hia breast. In the 
poratilt two marinea were killed and three wounded, 
lhouE;h it is not known thai more ihan one nf<rrn 
woin<iu was killed, bel inking lo the eneiii> ; ubout 
twenty women anJ children were taken, the greater 
|Mrt ofwhoio were aegroea. Our Creek Indians be- 
came alarmed, and we had difficulty to command 
their servicps. 

On the tirit news of the advance beirisj atlacki'd. 
I was ordered lo move forward and support it. with 
the 6ih infantry, and started in an instani, at double 
quick; marching a1>oat ais milet in an hoar and a 
quarter, and when we came up to where .he en»'ii!y ■ 
had been found. I was again ordered lo advance .uid 
Sup|)orl Mitjor Gral'ani and llie Indians, who were a 
•luM't distance in hdvance^ and alter marchinj; at ai 
rapid rate for two miles further, I was ordered to | 
charge on the cabbage-tree haminock, where the In- 
dians were supno«e<| to be ; but (hoiitrh we went 
through, they 1 I'lmdoned V.r l;:' iiid, and re- 
tired further, lo where the village was subsequently i 
foaod very recently ftlMndnoed, iMvlof ovcry thin; | 
•tandioK in it^ place. 

In patsing through the hammock we had the grent- : 
ti\ liifii lUy, as Ihe wnler was in many placci* three I 
fuel deep, and the briars were like ro>pra and cordt ! 
about our feet. Night closed in upon ua, and we ' 
broufbt In the murdered body of eergeant Mad- 
iaon. We arrived la cimp abmit three houra alter 
dark. Tlie Indians iud Mrippod th« body, htit did 
Dot take \ns .<iralp. \ 

When we commenced our advance, I rode along 
the line* and told the luen to be cool and deliberate. | 
ITlhay catnainioaetloD, and not to lose a shot; toj 
adVaaca to the charge with trailtdarms ^nd mu^ket>i 
loaded, and not to (ire until (Key faced the enemy, 
and then to shoot him about the centre of the hoi'y. 
I alao told them to " rtnun^r Ihe regimaU and 
I had no cause to eomphiin. The regimeni moved 
in g:«11ant 8tyl.>, :\nd, I i ! they Ibqod lhaaaemy, 
would havt Kaiiied rcputaiion. 

Jan. 29— We are remaining in camp Ibia morning, i 
rafreihlng our men from the abundance of fresh beef! 
wa bad takan, and which proved very acceptable, as I 
the troopt ware pat oa half raiiooa of baton aad ' 
bread. 

It is supposed that the Seminoles, at the com- 
meocement of boatiiiliea, drove away frdm the aet> 
tIanieiitB many thonaand head of catUe, into the in- 
terior of their own country, thus providing n com- 
missariat, to furnish Ihem with food, as cattle find a 
rood grazing alt the year in Florida. The Seminoles 
nave the most certain aubsisteoce from tbiaaource.or 
supply, of which we captured to>day about 800 head 
more, which gives ih a large quantity. 

Yesterday we pusscd over a large glade, having 
the palniptlo, or cabbage tree, scattered herO aoS 
there, making a very singular end pictiireaqoo ap* 
pearance; and near by we came to a hammock, com- 
posed principally of tlie sarne tree, which whs as 
singular in appearance as the glade. About II A. 
wa left our canpp aad afkac narebtaf a law 



milea, wa eama out on the 7b-http to-laga lake, 
which ia about one hundred aiilee long, and fear ts 

ten hroad, and presonl^ a bcaulifiil appearance. It 
itbouiuls wtlti tis<h. We found a ticep irail un the 
border of this lake, and numerous other trails lea'lin? 
from it into the interior of the country, which is 
continually interspersed with glade*, hammocks, tad 
pine barrens. Here llie tiald-beaded eagle hovered 
over our column, and wesaw a few geei^e and while 
cranes ; passed •<evri nl lodges that had formerly been 
occupied by the Indians, and a uamber oflog cabins, 
built on piles of from three to five feet above tke 
ground, but ;ilt deserted; in rear of one ofthe Islltr 
was an old c!e;iiing, hearing the marks of goi d ctiU 
tlvation, «rnl containing several good sired ora. ce 
trees. The weather being rainy, we marched 12 
miles, and encamped on the border ofthe lake. 

One ofthe blaik prisoners, named Pfti, who if t 
slave f*f Af I rail ojiij, tt.ated Ihat Jumper imd Abraham 
were in ilii> neighborhood, and would come in if 
ihey were sure of their livrt. This induced Gen. 
Jesup to send Ben, wiih a promise of peace and safe- 
ty for any that would con.e to our cr.irip to negoti- 
ate for peace. The (ieneial kept the wiCe and live 
children of Ben, us hoslaae* for hia *ale return, pro- 
mising him bis freedom in c*ne of success. VVhetbtr 
Ben ratumeor not, is yet to b<' seen, and if wiilme. 
ho may not be permitted; this bas caused hia wliit la 
be much di>trc!>sc<i. 

On the bt ad waters of this lake is said to be one 
of (lie towns of King Philip, situated on an isUtid 
about a mile from ihe main land. 

Feltruary 17.— The hostile chief. Cloud, has loaf 
commanded the wnr parly in the neighborhood oftbi 
\Va;i-!ioo and tlie Wiihiacoocliee, ;ind has been An\,i 
by Osceola and the Mick-a-su-kies, and other seal- 
leiinii^ desperadoes from all directions, who have at- 
tached ihemtelvea to the desperate fortancs of Uwss 
men ; both of these Indians have declared their dc* 
tei inin.i'ion to die on t!u' soil that has for centurief 
(urnished places of sepulture lor the bones of their 
fathers ; and where every hill and valley bears npon 
its breast the recollections of childhood and the aip 
tachmenta of early life ; where their fiist-bern bji 
b"en nourished, and uhere the wives of llieir youth 
have lollovved Ihem through all the ladings of the 
dark forest ; taking their evening meal on a beautiful 
({lade, or beneath tbeaprMdins braitcbas of nature 'i 
canopy; collecting foodfrom the shores of the great 
deep, and refirin;; into the impenetrable recif^fs cf 
the hammocks and glades. So they say tbey have 
lived— and so they say they will die. * '

He 
haa ealabliahed one important fact, that to run alter 
the Indiana with the view to capture or give them 
battle is usele!^i4 and ab.siiKl, He lias het n .ilonc, or 
attended only by Wn peitoaal suit, thiou;;b ti>e most 
dangerous portions of the territory; he has ^ion^ht 
for tbe Indiana in ail placea, with parties ni ineo from 
ten to ten hnndred, and has never been able to br ing^ 
Th«' hosliles to action since the (nemorable affair of the 
Okeechobee, where (hey challentced hiiri to the BeU. 
He, in common with every otiicer in the country, is 
aatiafied that any further attempts to meet the eueiny 
will reaolt only In loaa of time, health and means. 
The only obi^ct to be accompH'^bcd, therefore, is the 
protection of the people of Florid*. This can be 
done only by a inililary occup.ilion ot" tlio Indian na- 
tion or between the Georgia litte aod the road from 
Tampa to Fort King.

Now lawyer*, phy.^ioiun^. iix r- 
cbaiiu, clericyuicu, and even iradeameu, should li.ivi> 
enough prorceslonal pride to prevent them from pub- 
licly abusing their brethren in profession or calling. 

But this esprit dt corps — so essential to the harmo 
ny and the reijutation ofa//bodies of men — i< doubly, 
Is indispensably so among officers of the army. They 
form a separate, an isolated body Ol men. Our pro- 
fession is entirely distinct from, and toUklly anlike, 
all others. All other professions have tome resem- 
blance to each other in some |>oini or another.

chief use is in war, which infraduces a totally differ- 
ent state or things from those which obtain in peace. 
Hence, with regard to other professions, we are " as 
wide as the poles asunder." But thi<) very isolation, 
tbiaTorj peculiarity, places us on an eminence, and j 
thus exposes us to the ^ gsse of the coaununity. 
The eyes of the world are turned towards at, and any | 
departure from the path of rectitude or propriety l)yan 
officer, is more conspicuous and excites mure com- ; 
Bent than wonid the slightest abemlion by a civilian; 
the Uath of which aieertioD can bepioved by a refer- 
eaee to recent defalcations tnd rumors of delalcations. 
For these reason-', olficers should he very cautious ol 
the manner in which they speak ol each other to p»'r- 
•ons not connected Witb tbt profeMion. The latter, 
either from jtdontyt cnvy» or prejudice, but more 
frequendy froofi curiosity, catch greeitily at all re* 
poru and insinuations prejudicial to th'' character of 
officers; and »o disconnected are we from civil call- 
ing, and so distinct a family do we form, lhat what is 
Mid to tiM dispftragoosoftt of ft pwnicttlar nembor of 
the pralMon N6ee«i vwf MttsriaHy on iho oAcers 
as a Ixxly. It cannot be said that we wish to en- 
courage duplicity or deception ; that we would have 
nmf person to " ascend to the seventh heaven" in* 
pniM of others of whom his real opinion is con- 
tcnpluoftt. The principle which WO fceommend 
is detailed in a short sentence : When you cati say | 
nothing good in favor of a brother officer, keep siltnt- 
If you are required to say tor\ething, dwell on the fa- 
TorftMo pointt in ft eharacttr, but let noAkuw, ex- 
eop( the safety or happiness of othtrs, extort from 
you the discre<!iinl)It- features ; for remember tllftt you 
thereby injure your own proffssicui. 

There is another way in which the practice spoken

are ininiieal lo each other, it Is the universal practice 
for any two person il enemies lo decline PMir. ^in:; 
any opinion in ;;ud/ic concerning each ollu r, linle-i^ 
IImU opinion is favorable. Now citiz*-iH, seeing otii- 
COfft wIm flagrantly violate this rule, draw the infer- 
•IMft tbftt olHeers genoraHy are ignorant of the eti- 
quette of life. A;,'ain, we think that officers of the 
different corps and ree;iment#, and of the «aiiie corp* 
and regiments, talk too much about each other amon^; 
themselves. We too fret^uently see cratluates of the 
Iffaitary Aetdemy bringinf their West Point preju- 
dices against particuljr individuals ol their class, and 
of other classes, into llic army, and ;<triving to pieju- 
dice older officers H;>ainst persons whooB they dis- 
Ujlft. This should never be done. Tbo person at- 
tlPl^rit it gains himself no credit by it.

Here and Ihero, In the great city or its sufaurhs, ifaoy 
observes spot of fair natuie, which, let the season 
lie what il may, bears Ihe same hue ; whiUt the fad- 
ill? s'tucUirc^ of art around them, hear evideni.'C of 
the frailly of man's endeavors to construct a dwel- 
ling for the living, compared with the unclMOglllg 
one which ibey make for the departed.

Guards 
beloncing to the A s'enlrhily watched the Christian 
subjen?, uhom, upon thr -liihlesl pretext, they -leized 
tinil ctjri veyi-(l to prison, there to be threatened or 
piini.^hed with blows on the feet (bastinado) until 
ihey piodtiecd a present for the Agt and (he guards. 
There were, however, but few inatancea of arrest 
during the Fair. 

Th • Greek church is a respectable stone hniMIng, 
utf^r ilie summit of the bluff, and was laiw full of 
visiters from the capital and elsewhere ; who either 
could not find other lodgingSt or preferred a short 
residence In the ^hnr^h from conscientionr or reli* 
gioiM Oidti V es. Their tnaN .md heds were sprenil 
upon IIr- lloor ; .some lay lip'Mi them asleep, others 
were erigagedin conversation ; many tiad made pur- 
chases from the Daaaar, ino&Uy of fowls, and brought 
ihein into ihe church, giving it the appearance 01 n 
poultry markrt. 

Close by the church is the residence of the Bishop, 
or. ashe is called in Greek, the *'De.«pote,"and the Dr. 
took me (0 see him. He is brother ol the Prince Logo- 
theii,Drogoman of the Sultan, and agent of the Vai« 
v;ide of ViiUchia, about ^6 yr :ir-* of n;.e. and wealthy. 
He received us with a civiiily und politeness very 
uncoitimoii in a priest of the (Jreek church, and in- 
vited me to a seal beside him. His cap was of Ihe 
form of a coronet, around which a painted Icerchier 
wn>« f.i^tefully bound , his long black hair rolled down 
his 1 .u k lii cuiU, his hi aril and mustachios were long 
and black, his cou>pU\i<'ii olive, his f.u e thin, (h 
eyes dark and lively. His dress was a flowing robe,, 
reaching to his feel, his pantaloons full (eastern) andt 
of piir[>li; color, and around his waist n shawl was- 
urncelully bouinl. lie was attended by several' 
prir-it> .Tiiil •erv.Ti t-.nrnl ,1 li^lit eyfd .inii li.iiri ii p.fi^e,. 
with a middle-sized dog, seemed especial favorites. 
His house was evidently in confusion, and after a 
lew minutes' conversation he explained that the 
twelve Primates or Eldeis of his rhnrch had present- 
nl ,1 [I'^iiii 111 to the ?ii!i.m auaii.^t him, which, from 
being referred to the Patriarcii, lie had just received 
an order to go into exile at one of the "Prince's 
islands," on the close of St. Mary's fete. He had 
therefore excommanicaied the Primates, and sent his 
fnr'iit'it e niid v,i!iiaLh"i to the Doctor's bon-e, jirepa- 
raiory to Ui» departure. He added that he iiiid writ- 
ten to the Patriarch and his brother, the Prince, re- 
questing a formal trial, and oflering, if found guilty, 
to suhiTitt without a murmur to their punishment ; 
but 'ih'v nceivi il fur .'in-wei, the orr!rT into exile 
He invilci! llie ivvilve rrin.aic* to pro^luce a »iiigie 
proofufhis culpability, but assured n»e that they 
could not; his brother having abandoned hhn, be 
had to suffer, without any protection, the taunts of 
the Aga and his myrtrii hu s. There seemed some- 
thing rnyslojions regardiiiij the crime and 'itnation of 
Ihe gallant young Bishop, wboie (amily Influence 
hail raisoil him to hi« oifice before he had attained the 
pro[>er age. He was so noble In his bearing, so ele. 
v;i1''<! in hi^ ',in.:u<ii:e, so mnch respected by his 
pnesls and irieiui-, who never eiitert'd hi:> picsciice 
without kneeling and kissing his hand; he was wilh- 
all so mild and impolitic in his demeanor that he ex- 
cited an uncommon interest in all who knew him. 
Whether the charge against him « as ju't or imt I did 
not learn ; but it tvonld nut be matter of astoiii^ih- 
ment it a lii>.lii>;) ul n'>hle birth, so young, and so 
handsome. thouUI be in love, and his passion returned. 

We were so fortunate as to render him an act of 
friendship. Cine of the few frienils who yet remain- 
ed attaciifU to hia cause was in prison by order of tho 
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Aea, who hoped tonrofit by his Brr««t. The Bishop'i* 
inJlueiu'c \vii9 nullrd, .iinf rntilil imt rcK ase hiin. 
The wite of the iitaH, hcannj^ o( um aim anil re- 
lylni! upon * Tiirki«h ciHtom of hospitality, came, 
ftceompanied t*y all her children, in ie<ir9, to beg our 
interfer«nc« in fiivor of (he hti^batiil, in whicntlie 
was >eciinf1«>d by Ihe Bi-*lirrp himselt. The request »va* 
({raiiteil by the A^a oa the r^round*. that, as a guest 
of the Government, our repose oui;ht dot to be inijui- 
etcd by the tears of the •utferer*. The libei^ttod Uui- 
biodt <ber«fore« toon mede lilt eppearance ; and the 
act of interce^Hion made for «• friends throughout 
all the town. 

Ti*E Fair. — The F.iir h-^M in the lower part 
of the town, directly under the Doctor'* dwelling, in 
1 few narrow and cuvern! streets. Moat of the artt- 
cles exposed there Tor sate were common sndcmrM, 
evidently intended only (or peasantry. raticoeS 
from the capital, printed ^nA p luited ker< liiiT^, mlkii 
from Brooaa, cupeta from Smyrna, jitufTn for temalen* 
turbons, diawla from France, boot! and shoes of 
Constantinople. Fcs^es, or Turkish cape, from Barbe- 
ry, cloth'', am! hardware and cutlery. Jew qtiai-lcs 
aold ^lru^.^ .iti<l nil- !l<■irH>^ I'M clotli.-*, nihi fire .\riii-. 
Aa uaual on auch occasions, ihe i^iir wai luti ol' the 
fair, who teemed !«■<) inclined to purchase than he 
seen, and the streets and calf^s were full of smokers. 

The Doctor, who was a man of considerable im- 
portance in the place, was frequftidy «i"p|ir i fVpi con- 
sultation by the infirm, whom he di.-ipaichi il ui;ha 
qtlicicnesa verj' commendable in a phy.«i( ian. 1 uo- 
ticed that he directed those, froro whose lireas he 
could suppose asiiperioriiy of well beinif over others, 
to call on him, in amUhtT Iwmr. .u hi-, i! wi-Kln::. ;in I 
where I afterwards <itt«:v: ltd hiin making regular btu- 
gains and receiving Ills lees before giviiijj the desired 
advice. ITo informed me, in the course of our walk, 
that he ho.l :;t nerally to name a sum as his price for 
each cure, before nmlertaking it; this the invalid or 
his friends beat down, the Dortor in^i»iiii{; on his 
moderation, and finally rlosiiif; the barpiun liy re- 
oeivine lwo>tbiids, or one -halt, of the amount tirst 
nameC A few years ago, before the medical art had 
as many respectable i ri f. ->or- i:i Turkey as at pre- 
sent, diplonms were uuknavvii, ^uA lUnerant phyoi- 
Clans, with drii|T9 and in^truint'nts in their pockct^i, 
aonownccd their callinK by cryini; out in the atreeis. 
** Doctor! f^ond Doctor ! who wants a flood Doctor ?" 

In the aP.tTiionn w ^^ iv:ilked out to tlio rv'rcii.r 
point of tlie biuli, win re all the piliri iui!> to St. M.i.- 
ry's shrine were at»emhled, seated upon iiiat<(, rnr- 
pels, or tlie grass. Alt the fair of the neighboring 
villages were congregated there in divers rosiumes ; 
that of Silivria br-in-r n turban of embroidered ;{iii7,e, 
bound plain around \l. brow, cU-valed on the ri^ht, 
with a fancy knot at each enr. On the crown a *iiiiuU 
cap was worn, in the centre of which a circular 
piece of gold was fixed, from which a gold l^sael 
dangtci!. Under the edge of the turban, in front, 
was a row of t ommoit pold coin* fstriinj: fogetlu r ; 
and the necklace of the 9.ime smic four or five il< ep. 
The ear-rings were of small poarl^, ilie two bcinj 
connected together by a gol.) i hnin, rmmitig through 
the hair behind. A short javkct, edged with ti:r. 
open in front and scarce conci aliii<t the bosom ; and 
over a Brooja silk dress, a sh'nt g.>y roloied .i|ir<»ii 
was worn. The same scnm \t en- exhibitrd here as 
in the 8'reets ; the men su I v ih«?niselve!s, oalin;;. 
drinking, and listening to the shrill sound of Turkish 
music; whilst the females were qua»i silent spec- 
tators. 

The Panaeah.— a fete like that of Silivria is 
called by the Greeks a "Panaeah^'* Or all holy. In 
honor of the Blej»ed Virgin. Its ceremonies com- 
neneed at day-lieht on the anniversary, and continn- 
ed until eh-vtii o\!oik, A. M. I was late arrivini:. 
and ihp church was not only full of people, but 
■ much of the eeramony already over. The young 
imfoU, howev«r> bail • penon ai th« door lo take 



me to a seat where I could witneas the pageant with* 

out being incommoded by the pr'ople. It was that of 
a priest who. On my «MKr.iiicc, was chautilirig the 
psalms with a Sti iii<jri,ui \ nice, but who hastened to 
vacate it for me. The pictuie of the Madonna, cov- 
ered with silver, except the face and bands, was pla> 
ced in a conspii iinus pait of the clinruh, near to the 
su risty, and all who entered d<»voutly crossed them- 
selves before it, kissed a hand, and made a deposite of 
money in a box close by Hs s>d<>. Candles were 
huridng before numerous other pirtnres of saints, (in 
; the Greek church there are no images,) and oriiringa 
I Were also made to Ihem. The Bishop was in the Si- 
crisfy, and from time to time appeared at iis door, 
with raised hands pr;)yed for the people, and retired. 
Now he came forwanl and read » list of names of fe- 
males and children fur whom his inten-es^ion with 
the .Madonna w;is requested, either to obtain a cure 
from illness or for forgiveness ol sins.

They were ron«Jdertite, re- 
ilectinij, clear-^iu'litt'i! mt^n, I'^Mitioii" arul br:i'.p. In 
the Friday niiiiil prfCfdui^ the iMonday on u l u h the 
fort was siirpri»ed, Miey were convinced by the fierce 
and peculiar growlint; o f the dogs, that the Indians 
weresbottt; that they were examlnintr the pUce 
prepar.ilory To an aKeiriil i/poii it; r\r,il lti"V ui-ic 
coiivincett, tfoiii the Ofglig'-iiL'e wluch pitvaiU'd m( 
the fort, that it inipht be surprised. The*i» l.iotliers 
had a saw*niill two miles olf, and lor its protection a 
block house near to it. They conctnderi that they 
would be safer In their own blnt k house, with tlieir 
four or five rifle*, than in a fort so M-f{li?ently gunrd- 
ed. This wn* Fi nlay ni^ht ; on Si>atiiJ i iy morning 
they acted on thia belief; they removed their house* 
hold to the block house; and at 12 o'clock on Mon< 
day Fort Mimms uas ■siir;iris''d ami f.ikpn. H' aiin^ 
the firm?, one of the bf' (iM-is inofiiiU'd a horac, rorle 
down to the scene, ."at in a copse of vood, saw the 
rifle, the knife and the hatchet, despatching the chil- 
dren, the women, and the men, as the flames of the 
burning fort iJrcve tfiem out of the stockade imo the 
open ground about. Wlien the ma^'Sarre was over, 
the Indians turned their steps 'o 'I' ' hloplc l)(in.<c o: 
the Pearee's. They examined it, they walked jround 
it at a respeelfiil distance; they weiit off*, arid those 
two broiht-rs. wi!h a few infti m their employ, main- 
tained their position rtiirinK the whole war. wilhont 
the \n<^ ol a iil<', aiivl with tlie complete proti-rnmi 
of their own properly. This is an example, in point, 
to show the safely of a block house.

Barton, to 
virhlicHte iny»elf fro n t lie accuaationa iniide Ojfain-l 
me by the former, in a publication receutty put forth 
in a Carlisle paper, of ihe 20ih ultimo. In this. 
Cms. Bllioti allege* that 1 bad other objects in view 
than these aaii^ned in returnini; from the squlMiron 
in ; that rii\ rv,\u-c of > p niiict chanj{td when 
I Kot on this side of the Atlantic; that, I joined a 
firly of 4ieconlented oHicers, if possible to excite 
<b«m to aets of diiohedienct towards him ; and that 
4h« BiHtndel hadasaamed lnthe**iBatteniperlBininf ^ 
<o Passed Mid. Barion and myself neemed to call for 
tha investijcalton of Governroent."

I ( I r lodore Elliott, howt-vrr, rendeicti e«*ry 
facilii v I I liiriber my wishes, and for this 1 thaiikeU 
him. Our iniereeurse wae courteous aiul civil, sa«l 
we partpd en good terme. 

His removal of Mr Rnrton from the Coiistitiiiion, 
a;:aiost iny reinun>>lraiice, was not done a* an act af 
olfence lo me, and I left it lo be settled by the De- 
partmenl. My duty required me lo protest. Csu* 
moilftre B., rhoee to meet the caiiseqnences, and rs> 
move tiim ; he then became responsible to Govcra* 
merit lor sny abuse attending the oercise ofKh 
power.

yet lurking' in ihc xwompit. That may be tme ; but 
should ihe whole army be kept acooiing theiwampa 
and hammoekf, to pick op a few refoi^e Indiana, who 
oh^tuiately persist in remaining in the country .' and 
stinuld we Sf il I as obstinate] v persist in calling this kifl- 
niippinij hiifiine^s a tnir ? There i* but one li)ing in 
which it at all resembles a war, and lhat is, io ita 
loatbsomeneM. In a rei^lar war, there la aomothlof 
noble, something in«tMrinr, and very frr^nently 
mnrh that i«i conjeni.il fo the «iohI, notwfflistandInK 
if-< lo:(th«onie eHrn;»ge and blood-ihed. But look at 
tlie Florifia war during the last year, and you will 
see nothing but flying Indiaoaand pursuing soldiers; 
the poor devils often driven up while tbeir acant 
nu al'^ arc boiling on the fitH»s, and compelled to leavo 
every thing behjnij iticrn, ;uid plnniji' inlo bogs and 
moraasea, beyond the reach of Ibeir purauera. It ^ 
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makes me ?ick to reai! \hf aci-ounts (if (licsc (hini^s. 
all showing, an they do, tor tltt* 1<\$C nmnlUs, (hut 
the Io<li»n» htve been try m;; to hide them<clves, and 
to live OR rooto rather than to desert the home of 
their fathers. No wooder the army ahould have be- 
come disp^uitcd u ilh this thnnkle!><i, and, as I b' lies >-. 
unholy war, and should have bei^^un (o look with 
anxiety to the lime whrn it <hoiilil no Ioniser be 
c«ll«d'apon to play Jack Ketch, in the ewainpeor 
Florida, and to drive the foeilive IndUns from those 
lam]-«, wMcIi are dear to thim, l!u tr homes and 
the lioiiit!* of their fathers ; but wliici- cun never be 
dear to any budy else. 

This train of thou|rht has been called by a letter, 
(part nf which F heard read) from Fort Oimmlngs, 
on* of the intr'iior posts. It ran in arly thus : 

** As Captain FuJton, 2d dragoons, passed by Fort 
Davenport, he found there an Indian neg;ro, who had 
Joet given himself up to Lieut. Wyse, who reported 
that he had just deserted a small p^rty of Indians, 
who wen- ei. camped iti the Ok al-wakfe swamp, 
about lour ur live miles from tliat post. Fie imnie- 
diatcly despatcheH a small parly of drai^oons. under 
the coiomand of Lieut. Hardee, accompanied hy Lt. 
Hayne, lo t^y if possible (o capture the Indrons. A f- 
ler riding about four miles, the party f!i«rnoimt' 1. fan!, 
conducted by (he Indian ncuru, (wtiu wdA \Mih ihl- 
ficiilly induced to go intu the iiwainp.) advanci'd 
about a mile into the morass, which, from (he wa- 
ter, mud, and thick growth of vines and small trees, 
required about an hour. They there came to the small 
stream called the Hiti-hee-lusle, which ri.n.s through 
the ii»i<]<!le o( the swamp, and which was thereabout 
four feet deep, with shelving banks. Jt required 
some time to^et across (his stream, and owin^ lo 
tlie noise, which it is impouihle lo prevent in cross- 
in^ a stream of this kind, and the ditiiculiy ofeetiin? 
atouiKl tlic Indian enc:iniptnent, the Indians took the 
aluriu, and plunged into a (hick growlh of palmet- 
tos and small trees immediately beyond their camp. 
The more advanced men ol the party fir< d upon the 
Indians as they tied, atul. it is thi>u^ht, wounded one 
warrior. At Iht- c.itL|> v. i re found ilin c poi- i l 
GOIuple and cabbage (p.ilnie(la cabbage) boiling on 
tbe fire ; wooden «poona tyiO|c by. in a small 
wooden bowl* indicating preparations for a meal. 
A rifle, a bow and ariows, two shot pouches and 
powder horti!". a toiiiak i u k , two .ixrs, scalpint;- 
icnives, blankets, skin^, ^snles »»-veral ornsmenlal 
tfinkeltof Ulver and beai^ tee. &c., were picked up 
la tbocamp, besides a large Mpply of compte (coon* 
ty,) which was Ivlni^ in a heap near the fire.** 

Thus it i-i. The |>; ur '!evi!< are driven into the 
swamps, and must iiiti ttuxl ^uauner, if not before, 
from the effeetof being constantly in the damp, low, 
and fo'^zy ^roynd. And yet they will not go to the 
dcliicliiiul prairies of the we«i, ** where milk and ho- 
ney ll^>w," and live like »','/,7, tnen. There is a 
charm, a magi«;, in a name, in sound, in a country, 
itt the land of one's birth. Who does not love his 
own couDtry, the Irod of his fathers i People may 
lanffh St the idea of ;i Seminole feeling to affection 

for r :iUry. Why, -ii. even Scy(lil<'l>s who in- 
habiicci »^i,d-i .iiui lucks, loved thoice sauds and rocks, 
as much, too, as you do the bill* and daleaoD the 
banks of the Potomac. 

Bat let me dwell no more on this subject, for the 
nation has c-aid it, and shsll il not l e iloiu - She has 
said, "let the savage Mickasiiky and luiiliUs* Semi- 
nole lie cxtcrminaltd, unless they go west and 
exterminated thoy utusi be. So that's an end o' it.

It requires but little wisdom to Hscover the cause* 
of failore alter it bas taken place ; and it exhibits hot 
little generosity to indulge in denunciation against 
those were guilty of errors which no one discovered 
until defeat made them manifest. We have no dis- 
position to saddle the blunders of this war upon any 
one; they belong to the country at large; let the 
country repair them.

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l^'iDoebagoea were preparing; for war against ua; 
and UnleSH (hat veteran Indian queiler, Hen. Ood^e,

ahouKl it be forj^olten that the vast cori^rcpated masses 

iudiana OH our south western frontier are known 
lg be malcontent and inurmuring. If we allow n 
•uch difficattiee m these to accumulate upon ua, 
we shall hav« our haoda full without a roreign foe. 

What should be done? We should either conci- 
liate or subdue them without delay. We cannot 
GODCitmte without retrogression ami gubmission. 
Are we prepared for that I Rome never made peace 
but as a victor, and whan In the' wont exiremlHes 
was ever most resolved in her firmness and moat 
aubiime in bet dignity. Shall we reverse her poli- 
eft aMver when the first cloud passes over ua, and 
lay down the trophies won in two wars with the 
first power in the worM, at fhe feet of m beggarly 
tribe of Bedouin Indiana? We ahoold liko to ate 
the Americ<»n who would propose it. 

They must be subdued. The measure proposed 
by Mr. Benton in the Senate is the correct one— 
the armp<) occupation of ttie wholo torrJiory. We 
cJo nnt kiM .v (lir extent and efficiency of the ar- 
rangements made by his bill, but hope that it pro- 
vMea for a military police in Florida ; an organized,

contests cori<<tantly pending, to the exclusion of the 
pvbflc bu!3lness. Thft Inrbulence and dtaor^Mt of 
Congress have done more than the moat envenomed 
opposition could do, to prevent the adoption of ma- 
ny measures required by the dignity and welfare of 
the •nation. Among the anbjects thus jostled aside 
in Mm congrenriooni tumults, we may mention this 
important meamrn. Tbo biisllo and confusion inci- 
dent to the eommenreinent of the new Congress 
will, fie\! winter, prevent (he adoplion of any vigo- 
rous measures until late in the session ; and thus an- 
other year will be added to those of discredit and aof- 
fcriof. already numbered by the country.

It iiidi V idij.ils h.ivt^ hoft) Self'clcd, who were once 
cadets, it wa^ duubile^it because they were deemed 
better qualitied foi (he appointments than those wha 
never received any military inatruciioo at all ; and 
with this view, all the circumsianeoa considered, 
their derelictirtris at the Acarlei).)", if air,', r^mv have 
been overlooked on iho giound ot exju dirncy, or 
|u rli-i(i5 ihe a;)]ioiiitment of some of these has t>eeti 
only a matter of "justice long delayed." 1 think . 
every graduate will admit that a young inan*a hav* 
ini; been coinprlird to leave West Point is no proof 
eitlier of uuvvurliiine<H, or inability to become a good 
olHcer; and it \s (lie province of tha Secretary of 
War to judge of Itiese cases. 

Any young man of ordinary capacity (and this is no^ 
disparagement to the Ihsiitulion) who enters the mili- 
tory ..\cademy, may {tfraduate, If lie conducts himself 
[irojieriy — i( tie does not so conduct, he must abide ih* 
chance of being dtUcted in his deviations from dis- 
cipline and dismissed from the corps of Cadets. Hia 
odeueaaiaty be sutHciently beinoua to disqualify hint 
from holdiog any office either civil or military; hIa 
cuiiiluct may betray an ttdurent turpitude of piiiici'* 
pie, or something of a kind uliich would ren<ler him 
unfit fur responsibiliiy or eonlidence ; but such casea 
aeldom, very seldom, luve occurred, and the Depart* 
meat, whatever might be tha ameri;ency, would 
never ajipoint such men officers in the army 

We are not to regard every giddiiale, cither, 
whether he be an officer of the Eastern, or " Wi st- 
erit Division," as u prodigy. We h4vc known young 
men of inferior abilities to graduate high in ** Oena- 
ral Merit," while others of elevated intellect, men 
who>o eapacUiea we have envied in vain, have, 
throu^li I'lo thoughtle-^sne^s ami fi-lly of yunlh, or 
perhaps a misapplication of tlieir powers, been found 
deficient at the examination, and dismissed accord- 
iii^iy. So in " conduct." many a Cadet, with seven 
or ei;jht hundred "demerit" recorded against hia 
name, has oiil.iined li is dipUiina nt I.isl ; and nlliei?, 
with little or tione, Itss foriunate^ have been court 
mariialed or struck fioio the roHs,aven forraMnlhllf 
n personal insult. And in oQC ca9tf, not many yeara 
since, a younf( m.in was compelled to sacrifice his 
n .11 ra:it <d' l -t-hip to visit a dying siHttr, alttioii>;h 
he had been two years at the Academy without a 
leave of absence; his resignation, tendered at the 
time, was not accepted lor yeara, if it ever was. Dia* 
cipline sometimes reqnirra these things, tmt who will

for an appninimeiit in iSic urmy dfter his class had 
graduated? Instances have lately occurred ihiough 
inadvcriance, it is true, of Ihe appointment of indi- 
viduals previons to the promotion of their cUss, but 
ih.it i< to be r. rfified, all in due lime, and by the 
lion. Secrel.»ry lumfelf. Bui whatever Uiay come to 
pass, it ill becomes young officcis oi ihe aiiny, who 
have been educated at their country's expeiia^—

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•ttndinr. to ftcililU ii a Horde! lliem by lli^ir Goverii- 
inr nt— 'o^fvp vent to iheirjeftlousy in futile and left-

The fir»t WBScotnumnded hy the g^dlnnt 
Col. OKNTRr, Ihe last by Lieut. Col. Morua s. In 
the official report of Ihe battle Co]. Taylor staie.l 
truth, the wliolc frnlh and— I w.»s about tn add, no 
thing but thv uuih. ile was too lenient upon the 
Missourians, and why ? Uocause Iheir brave leader, 
in the hour of death, aaid to Colonel Taylor. " Sir. I 
know you will do«* juatice! but. lor the honor 
of Missouri, be as easy aa passible upon the Volun- 
teers !" Colonel Taylor never accused the Mle«OM- 
rians of cowardice ; ypt it hn^ been r. pr I'f My 
charged upon them by officers who were in the bat- 
tle ; mare especinlty by one who ia lauded lO the 
Ukird heaven by Senator Linn. 

The question is, can the eharf^e of cowardice be 
proven ' Mo5t cni iiii it thtit every word con- 
tained in Col. Taylor's report can be substantiated 
lieyond the shadow of a doubt ; and if men's actions 
■re fndice* of their emotions, the free and enlight- 
ened portion of Senator Linn's conslitnents on the 
shores of the Okeechobee, Dec 25lh.

The British Navy.— The "ttale of the Navy 
was discussed n.t length in the House of I^ords, on 
Fri 'ay. Feb. 22, on a motion of Lord Colchester for 
p«pers OQ tbe subject. The tone of the debate was 
very moderate throughout; and if it is (me that (he 
Navy is now much reduced in force, it l- manifest 
that, during tbe rule of Ihe Tories, it was in a worse

It appears that Com- 
inandur (Jravv ford's nccount of the Rusiiiau navy, 
which Sir John Bartow, silting caiialy in the Admi- 
raltv. veniuted lo call in oueatioo, ielia eveo aliort 
ol the preaant atate of that bree. Mr.B re mwe r , who 
is too patriotic to relinquish the Idea that England, 
even at » j^reat numerical disadvantage, must conti* 
iiue to maintaiti Ibc sovereisjiily of the sea*, yet makea 
the subjoined statement of dangers io which even 
bia Engnah prejudices cannot render bfaa iodiiereal. 
We ought to premise that the "we" in these extracts 
is intended to embrace Mr. Bremner's travelling 
cumpa:.; but that it tppiiea* in B»tlo* of ftd 
oi opinion, to tiimself. 

*< While we refuse to adopt the exaggeration, te 
which some have indulged on this subject, we cannot 
conceal the fact, that Russia now possesses a navy 
which oui^ht lo m.ike us look 'jcarchingly at the state 
of our own.

" Tlie Russian ll«t«t in the Bl«ck 8>>a, which, three 
jears ai^o, reckoned only fifteen ;>hip« of the line 
(not eighteen, as has been frt-qiipntly slated in Eni;- 
land), with <«mailer vessels in proportion, and man- 
ned t)y 19.S00 well Iraiix-d scainen, w.is con.id' r,d)| y 
weukt'iied by io»seb in tlie»t>vere gaies ul the Minter 
of l>i37-8; but, ii) coiifieque nee ol additions made 
to it of sbiM reccuUy isuoclied at Nicolaelf, &c . 
the ftrvn^n of this fleet it the ^)reseat moment 
moiirUs to <:jxleen ships of the lim', which, it is said,

mtmf Mfwer sea* be/bn in nuk Mgh eendiHm as i( 
nf)in is. Shi|i'« and men, even the wor»t in tbe service, 
are Ui superior to any thai she ever beturc could 
boast of. 

** Beaides, — the mere numn-iea^ strength of such a 
fleet, managed with however little shilT, capnot fail 

to tell tremendously whf n w.ir brralci oiif. Though 
£ngl.ind hail nothinij to (ear from superiority of ships 
Dor of seamanship, she ought lo louk Wfll at tbf 
jiAyiteil t0riciU» the bmte lorce, ol the many timbed 
leviathan with whom ah« will have to enea<;e." 

We are afraid tli..t Mr. Mremner's opinion that the

Fouv Dallas, East FLoRin.\, ) 
Mareh 3, 1839. ) 

Dear Sir : It becomes a dtity, and a most painful 
one to announce lo you the death of your brOtherg 
Capt. S. L. Kui-sell, of the 2d infantry. 

On February the 2Sth he had mustered his compa- 
ny, ;uid was proceeding with a pari ul it !o Fort Dal> 
la-i. (Irom Fort Miami,) ihrce mites distant. He 
had passed ««ith his men in boats down the stream on 
which thai f«trt h situated, and entered the Miami 
river, in descend lilt; w liich, a party offroni fifty to 
sinty Infli.ui* iut;»Lk< (l In^ boats from the shore, and 
the inelanclioly restill w a^, that three balls were re* 
ceived by him as he landtfd his men. 

Tbe boats not being able lo carry all (he coiupa* 
ny, I was by him ordered to proceed to FortDallat- 
by land. ^Ve wire at out a hundred rods apart • 
when thry Qr^il fired. I catuc up immediately, and 
after the aHair, which lasted about three quarters of 
an hour, was over, we bore away his body to Fori 
Dalla*, where, on the 1st March, It was Interred 
v%'ith military hanor>>, on the north shore of the- 
irioulli of .Miami liviT, ( « lucli cjnp'ii-i! into Key 
Ui.«cayiie hay,) on the tup of a mound. 

He died mo.it bravely! He passed along (heir 
whole lire in his bar)(e, which was before the other 
boats, and landed his men under a heavy fire. He 
addressed his men in that familiar hut decisive man* 
ner, (which made ihom always luve and obey him,) 
" Boys, stand \Q\ir ground, and dou't give way au 
incA." AfXer he received two wovods, of which ho 
ilid not speak, and strove tocoflfeeal, be was beard 
lowly to 8.iy, *' merciful God ! protect me !** and fell 
imniedi.ili ly. 

These la»t particulars I learn from a trust-worthy 
man, (who strove to ahield hiiD,) end are aDquea* 
tionably true. * 

I arrived just alYer be fell, on tbe bank overbim, 
but froni llie clo-'i ne>ii' of the biishe!' at the water's 
ed«;e, his body was not iound, though every search 
was made; until the indtane were driven from tho 
ground. 

I do not consider myselfcompeicnt to console you 

forthelos"' of such a hrolhor, for in whatever station 
he was viewtfd, a^ a soldier, a chrialiaii, a i;entleman, 
or a friend, f-w were hia equals, and none his supe- 
riors. The gloom which has since fallen over the 
minds of bis company, is most indescribable. Every 
sotdirr loved him a* a f.illier, (a? indeed lo them hO 
was,) and from the iiiorLent of his fall, each Btrove 
to be fureiii(J>it in avtii^ing hitn.

— The follow 111^ cliaracterislic anoc- 
dott! of a British sailor will i>e read with feelings of 
dorp interest. The subject of it was the father of 
Sir T. Trowbridge, now one, of the Lords of tho 
Admiralty: — A curious scene occurred on board 
the Sans Pireilie on the inornin;; of the first of 
June(L(jril llowt'a action); ('aj)t.iin Trowbridge, 
who ha<! been recently taken in tlie Castor, witll 
hii convoy botind to Newfoundland, was a prisoner 
on board tiie French ship just named, where Rear^ 
Admiral Nouilly had his flag Hying. After Lord Howe 
had obtained his position, and had drawn his Ucct in 
a line parallel with that of the enemy, he brought to 
and made the signal lo gu tu br(jakla«l. Trowbridge 
knew the purport of the signal, and telling it lo tno 
French Admiral, they took advantage of the time al- 
Inwedfliem for the same repast. Trowbridge (whoso 
a], petite never forsi''Ok him on the^si? occasions) was 
lu ipin^ himself to a large slice Ironi the brown loaf, 
when the French captain observed to him by an in- 
terpreter, ( fur Trowbridge would never learo their 
language) that the English Admiral showed nodla- 
posilioii to flight, anil he wa« certain did not Intend 
it. ' What !' tail! the i",n;^li#h hero, droppinc; his 
loaf, and layin:; lii^ liand al most too emphatically oil 
the Frenchmau's shoulder, while he looked him furi- 
ously in the fkce, * not fight ! stop fill they ha/o 
had their breakfast : I kuow John Bull well, and 
when hia belly is full you will get it.' In a few 
minutes after tliis the fleet bore opto engage. Trow- 
bridge was t^ont into the boatswain's store room, 
wherefore lenu;th nftiine he leaned against tho fore- 
mast and amused himself in pouring out every in» 
vective against the French, and Ihe man appointed to 
i;uard liini. Suddenly he felt the vibration of the 
mast and beard it fall over the side ; when grasping 
the astonished Frenchman with troth his hands he 
began to jump and caper with all the gestures of u 
maniac. The Sans l*aretlle soon after twrreiidered.

A. S. Macomb, 
from their tour of inspection, and has confounded it 
with a rumor of the novementt of Gen. AtACOitf*. 
in Florida.

Macomb himself, dated 2J May, and from one of 
hit staff, dated the 4th, at which time they were at 
Fort King; and so far from having ooneluded n 
treaty, not an- Indian bad then made Ms appearance. 
Even supposing a treaty to have been made, no one 
could have reached Ktw Orleans in one day from 
Fort King with the intelligence ; the story is there- 
fore impossible.

WAsFTt.\-OTON's Pkbsonal HAniTS. — At the 
celebration of the fiftieth anniversary of the inaugu- 
rttion of Wabhinotom as Preaident. Mr. Sluyve- 
•ant, who presiiled at the dinner table, gave Ibe fol* 

lowing account of the private habits of thnt ijrpat 
roan, which, we are «ure, will be reail with interest. 

1. George Wasliiut^ton — Hi? exauiple was ]icrfcct: 
Severe will be the condemnation of him, who seeks 
hie placo and disfegards tbn authoriiy of tbet ex- 
ample. 

Mr. 8tnyvesant accompanied his toast with some 
remarks, containinii in'erestint; allii«iof»s to tlie [iri- 
vale habits and character of ilen. Washington, in 
■nbsiancc a.s follows: — 

It cannot be expected* at this time and place, any 
allusion shouli! be . made to the pablic eharacter of 
Washinjjton , we are all in pos'^e^^sion of his hi.Hlory 
from the dawn of life to the day that Mount Vernon 
was wrapped in !»at)le ; anil after tlic exercises of this 
morning* ifanyallempt to portray his political or 
military 4ife was made, it would only be the glimmer- 
ing 1 i i;h t of a feeble star aucceeding the rays M'a meri- 
dian sun. 

But the occasion aifordfl the opportunity of con- 
gratulating the tmali number ot gentlemen present, 
wbo enjoyed the privilege of participating in the ce- 
remonies of the 30!h of April, 1789; they will recall 
to their memories the spontarieows efTtjsions of joy 
that pervailed the breasts of the people, who oti 
occasion witOKssed thn organization ot a constitution- 
al government, formed by intelligent freemen, and 
COMummated by pincing at its head the man in whom 
their affeetions were concentrated as Ibe father of 
their country. 

Washington's rcatde;icc in this ci^ atler bis ia9a- 



guration was limited to about two years. His deport- 
ment In llfb was not plain, nor was ft at ail pompous* 
for no man waa more devoid of ostentation than him- 
self ; his style however gave universal satisfaction to 
all classes in the cotntnunity : and hn historian has 
informed us was not adopted tor personal gratitication 
but from a devotion' to his country's weliare. Poe- 
sesslng t desirable atatore, an arect Ihune, and, an* 
peradded, a lofty and snblime eonntcnanee, he nevet 
appe.ired in public without arresting the reverence 
and adiuiraliou ot tite beholder ; and the stranger 
who had never before seen him was at tiie first im- 
pression eonviftced it was tho President who delightr 
ed Mm. 

He seldom walk-ed in the street — his public recre- 
ation was in lidinjj. When accompanied by Mr.'j. 
Washinctun he rode in a carriage drawn by iix hor- 
ses, with two outriders wbo wore rich livery, cocked 
bats with eochadee, and powder. When he rode oa 
horseback he was joined by one or more of the 
gentlemen of his family, and attended by his outrir 
iters. He always attended divin^ -■ : U:e on Sundays; 
his carriage on those occasions coiilainen Mrs. Wash- 
ington and himseii, with one or both of their grand 
children, and was drawn by two horses, with two 
footmen behind ; it was succeeded by a post-chaise 
accommodatin:: two E;entlemen of his hoi)««d)oli). On 
his arrival in the city, the only residcuce that coukl 
be procured was a house in Cherry street, long 
known ss tha mansion of tho Franklin family, bat In 
a abort time afterward he removed to and occupied 
the house in Broad\< av, now Bunker'* Iloti I. 

Washington held a icvee oace a week, an i from 
what is now recollected they were frenerally well 
attended, but confined to men in pnMic liie and 
gentlemen of leisure; for at that day it would bnT* 
been thought a breach of decorum to visit the Prn* 
sident of tlie I'mted Slates in di-h4liille. 
{ The arriv.d of Wa»huivton in 1789, to assume the 
reins of government, was not his first entry into this 
city.aeeompaoled with honor to himself and glory & 
his country. Te was on the 24th of N'ovemtwr, 17S3; 
and here again I must observe, the number present 
who witne^i^fd llie ceremonifi of thit it.iy tnu>t 
be very limited; on that day ho made bis triuoir 
phal entry, not to sway the acaptre. bntto lay down 
bis sword; not for personal aggrandimmeot, but 
to secnre the happiness of his countrymen. He 
'early in the morniii!^ Ic ll llarl.Mri and entered the city 
through what is now l allt-d the Bowery; he was es- 
corted by cavalry and itil.mtry, ai^d ■ lar^e concourse 
of citixens on horseback and on foot, in plain dress; 
the latter must have bean an intereaiing sight to those 
of mature age yho were cajialde of comprehei>«iing 
their merit. In their ranks were seen men with 
patched elbows, odd buttons on their coats, and un- 
matched bncicles in their sboes; tbey were not indeed 
Falsta/Ts company of scare-crows, hut most respect- 
able citizens, *vho ha<l ht en in exile and e;i<lurr l 
privations we know-not of, for seveu loag and ieJi- 
OIH years.

I?iit thf^p very bank* nnd shoals furnish in lh«-in'»elve3 
a 8Uth<-ieiit means of avoidin^f their danijiTOui purls, 
when due att. ntuwi is p il l l.i v.n y ui^ ileptln and 
the naturv of tli« bottom .it tho-'^ ji nis v. l ich are ttut 
daniterou.*. For this purjJo.-iL- (he exart dvpth of wa- 
ter, and the colour, size audsbapaof (he sand, gravel 
and stones at the bottom, must be every where acctt- 
fjl. iy .It tei iiiined and carefully Inid down on charts. 
Pcrlupa no work ever required a greater combina- 
tion ol the resource* of Science, lalwr, and y.eal, than 
this extraorttinary survey of tbe North Sea; proba- 
bly none vrill y^rore eventually a {{reater boon to the 
ni iriiier. Tli'- Io>s of ibf Hero and St. Geor;;e, siiips 
oflheUiie,ia lUil, wa^* nui, I believe, occasioned so 
much by stress of weather as by an uncertainty as to 
the exact position of the ships ; and it i^ more than 
mobable that, had tbey then possessed charts as good 
as those now in progress, ihey miijlit have been 
saved. It is true there were numerous charts of the 
North sen in existence .before, bu* there wii"* noi om.- 
approaching; even lo accuracy : nor could any u-e- 
fal map ever have been -made by collectfnir together 
thesp detached, erroneous, and ineongrubns lesultd 
of the ettbrts of individuals. To give the least chance 
of io extensive, ami a( th" sine tinn' ^) yi'iy .i< li- 
cate, a work beinj; exc! "iii U m a tuaiuar bk> )y lo 
prove useful in the practice of navisration, the whole 
operation requires to be done under one system, and, 
it possible, by one hand. All this has been accom- 
plished by lUt' xkill and (!ili:reiu of (\ipt?.in Hewitt, 
directed by the bold fjemus o! Uie prt st iil ijydrofjra- 
phcr of the Admiralty, who originated the idea.

Game of all 
kinds Is excessively scsree, and the JUheries, there- 
lore* present the only nlttrnafive: how well an in- 
dolent lands-people can compete with the old Sp«n- 
i^h fishermen, a single season would illustrate by the 
old son " VVe want something to eat," — sppeal 
to our charily — which, if not promptly acquiesced 
in, would reiiult in a renewiil of the in«asiirrs of 18^5.

*• VVah great respect for the atiltioniy (rom which ; 
tbeordor organizing the Court emanated, an 1 ;i \»rn. 
per diffidence hi bis own judgment, ( apt. Kiiiott 
slates that this |;eoerai form of enquiry is not in ac- 
cordance with precedent or authority: but Ae dis- 
tinctly waives any ob jection thereto, and denrei that 
every trround ofcomjthtint mm/ he full ii enquired into. 
In order, however, lo prepare lor hii» defence, he re- 
quests a specification of the charges and complaints 
intended to he <'xhibited and preferred against him, 
under llie <;eiiei al clause above quoted, aswelt as the 
names ol tht- accusers (il any) and of the witnesses 
intended to be respectively examined upon said 
chari^ps." 

When the paper was presented, the Judge Advo- 
cate stated that he could Hot give any specification 
i.f Mm' chartrts. That it wr.^ a [,'(MH':al inquiry into 
the olFicial conduct of Com. Klhott. and that .-very 
irround of complaint roust be Inquired into, as it 
slMold be elicited from the witnesses iu the cotirse 
of enminstion. The court then said that if the 
Ju.lf^e Advocate cotild cmptoy with the request ol 
Com. Elliott, it would be a eat convenience to all 
concerned and promote economy cd both time and 
expense; but as the Judge Advocate could not, from 
the nature of the Inquiry, comply with the request, 
the Court wntild give Com. Elliott ample time to 
prepare lor his tiefence. The President of the Court 
wished Com. Elliott to file the first part of the above 
paper relative to llic form of inquiry, in onlcr thai 
the attention of the Navy Department might be cal- 
led to its peculiar character ; but Com. Elliott, fear- 
ing that the nature of the paper might l>e misunder- 
stood, if but a part ofitwiic publi-liiil. declined;

To show that 
this is a coiisidetation which we may not well disre- 
gaid, 1 will merely remarii, ibat Dr Sherwood's liisi 
p*Bph{«l baa already bean tpoiiea of to iha dispar- 
agemoni of the national chancier for loieBce, both 
in England ami France.

Yet we hdve tills yrar a second repoit from 
tbe Senate of the United Siaies, accoinpauied by a 
letter from Or. Sherwood, mere absurd iban any 
thin^ which prfrrded it. Under jikIi circumstan- 
ces, it were siitlul to be nileol. I will therrfure pre- 
aeni, io brief, Ibe features of tb>« Sherweodlan mag- 
netista. 

In Ihe ftral piece* of Dr. Sherwood's theory, writ- 
ten by soii.e one of the name of DwiKht, niier a pa- 
thetic pieiudv, in which it is necessary lo introduce 
Hoiticr, it IS ;i»!.< rl'-<I dial I^r. SIum wocki l as suc- 
ceeded in iDti^iif it»ifi|{ a rontiiiuous iron rinj^ or 
plate, which had hitherto been aceoonled intprae- 
ticabie," and on tMa subject a pa^i'ai'e from Ihe 
Library of Usefui Knowfcdge is quoted, (Art. 291. 
of Electro M j^.;n»^Ii>in,) \v! .i li : li tu iiHt h" wt-iild 
certainly ^ecui to iiili.-i lliul pol.iuty cuuhi ntivt:! be 
j{iven to continuou-i lins^s. lint tdkeit with the con- 
test, where tbe author is eaplaiiiing tlie theory of;

It bad lonjf bi'cn kmnvn ifiat magneti'in msy be 
communicated to steel in any form, and with as 
many polei as tbe operator pleases. I quote on Ibis 
subject from a report of Dr. Patterson, made last 
summer to the American Philosophical Society. ll« 
observed, nothing is bettt-r known in cxpi riincnt.d 
acience than that magnetic polarity can be given to 
•teel in any abape, and with as many poles as the 
oporaior pleaaes. Ju illustration of this remark, be 
exiiibited to the Society a steel plaie prepared some 
years a^o by .Mr. .Saxtou. who m.ts itieii in l.oinlon, 
according to uu experiment fii^t luml*! by CtiUiini, 
•O which polar lines were traced so as to in«rk ou 
•no side the word magnet and on the other tbe date. 
Idtb February, 18S6. ihe position of the line* being 
made apparent by strewing ateol filing* over tbe 
plate. 

Dr. Sherwood contentedly observes, *' that the 
frilure to maxneliie a riiig or lirculsr plate of iron, 
•rose probabty from a mistake In the mode of at* 

teroptint; it. He then piocccil* to describe a me- 
thod of pfodu) iiig iitaujii-i i^rii m a steel .ring, by 
which in a perforated plutc ul I t inches diauieler he 
produced three poles, two north and one pouih: tbe 
two Mrth pole* being W Uoui each other, oi 
tIMMo.lbo obllftiity of tbe eelipUe.

seein ihe first llttht began to dawit on ilie Doctiir. 
Ihe landed analogy between ibejowtr oi the poles 
of a magiiel ii. .^iH-usejl in a parlicubr Hay, and the 
poles of (be rclipiic, coittlilules ihe greatest if not 
ihe only one of his tliacoveries. He, however, C0n< 
tinned bis eaperiments and produceit four poles in an 
obloiiff slAei pjnte at dialsnces of 23^ 2b' U oiii the 
'ixi^ .a.i! produced in anellii r imiu/vv |jI.iI> pnU-s 
at nt!i Ljii il utftHiices. These exf^eniKenls uie in no 
wayn tu i hi'W or interesling. From an Analysis of 
them Doc lurhherw 00(1 caine to the rojtclusiou that 
every magnet has its poles at 28* 28^ from it* axis, 
when rM:;i;( ;"t-o.l in the munner ot Dr. Sherwood. 

That the pulc^ ot any niagnet arc not necesnarily 
in its axis had lonu: been known, but ibat the die* 
lances from il were deviousand irregular was known 
just aa Weil. Dr. Patterson and Mr. Saxton, how* 
fver, nia<^nc tilled a ring in the maimer described l>y 
Dr. Sbervviiod. (I (ptote aguin from the report of Dr. 
P.) and foun.i withuut 8urpri»e lhal tlie assertion of 
Doctor Slierwood \«as entirely erroneous. When 
the magnetism wasi coinmunicnied in the awkward 
manner used by Dr. Sherwoodrihe poles were not 
indeed at the points of the first and second contact, 
tujT Ibe i!' \)dM(in u .is ii rt ::i.l,ir, was dil'ereni at dif- 
trrent poles, and bote no relation v« balever lo the - 
obliquity of the ecliptic. \N hen the magaetiam 
was crmnmnicaied lo the ring by 'carefully setting 
two eppi>i>ite points on ll>e polr* ol a horse-shoe mag* 
nrf .

Dr. Sberwi'ud now began to use his discoveries,

Ill regard to the Sherwoodian epoch of 666 years, 
in which ihfl macneiic poira revolvo round tho axit, 
I will here slate, that if Ihero wereatijr merit or w in 
the discovery art forth by f>octor Sherwood, he 
Iiiinself woiilil have no richi to claim it as an inven- 
tion. In the yr^r 16jO, Mr. Bond published ••«ai-tly 
the (aine ihr'ory in • worti called tbo Longitude 
fcHtoA. in 168S. tho aame peraon attempted to ac- 
confll f'lr the ehanfo In tho variation and dip of 
Ike needle, by supposing that ific two in.(i:n«-tic poles 
revolved round the axis, arid asserted (hat lie kiif w 
the period of ihe revoluliun ami iis c-»>i4e ; aru) pro- 

poeod to determine the longitude b^ the dip of the 
needle. The ftafwroeltiog forth ihia talter theory i* 
contained in the Philosophical Trans»ction^ for 1673 
Mr. Bond did not, however, publish hi)« method ; he 
found, probably, llmt thrrr no relation betweeri 
the diflerence o( IitiVude and dillerence of dip, and 
waatoo honest loaiieoipt tn impioMtion 00 the cre- 
dulity of the public. 

I now come to the part of Dr. Sherwond't labors 
which niujt havfi given him nto«i Irouhi^', and in 
which there wun much rnoni iur ingenuity ^nd tnysii- 
fication.

Among the firat ohjecta which engaged Ihe alien- 
tion of Cun^re'^^, afier the termination of the war, I 
was the n Juciion of the army to the standard of 
peace. The war, it will be recollected, ha«l disturbed 
nearly all ll<c Indian tribea on the interior frontier, 
«nil most of them w«re aelivety engaged agalnat the 
tthiles. The peace with Enfrlar d had only nominal- 
ly pacified many of our red allies. Under these 
considerations, the Stales' executive reciniimemled 
that th< military eatalishment to be reserved out of 
1h« army then on foot shouhl be 2o,0O0 men. Con- 
grcs*. however, was of opinion that auch an esiab- 
lii*hmenl was far beyond what the npcea#ille* of the 
Union demanded, and det* riij> I lhat half the num- 
ber, 10,000 men, would be suifu ieut. The UnUi d 
Stales was, at the same lime, divided Inlo two mili- 
tary divi»ions, and these dlvislona wf re ailbdiviUed | 
inlo nine military deparlmeola. On Ihe 19th of 
J\l,iy, 1S37, an alteration was made in the line mark- 
ing Itie liuul? of the two grr.it milii;iry <!ivision8 0< 
the federation. This line new commem e? at llie 
month of the MiMitaippi. ihence proceeding up that 
river to Cawvllle, In the territory of Wiaconsin ; and 
thence north to Ihe line of demarcation between the 
United Slates ami Canada. The*e two divhfons, de 
nominaled the eastern and tvr^krn, are suh iivi.ied 
Into aeveo depaitmenta, and h.»ve each a ari^(si<iicr 
General a« commander. In 1821, the relations of 
the States with the Indisns, as well as with Enroor an 
nations, having become setllcd, and confirmed hy a 
peace o( -iome duralioti, the f^ame aiilhorily resolved 
that 6,000 men were an ei»laldi«hinent adequate to 
answer all Ihe demands of the public aervice, sim-

has, from time to time, been slightly increaiscd. By 
Ihe last general return it is estimated at 7,968 men* 
of which number 648 conaiala of commnaioned ofll. 
eera.* It ia divltted inlo two regimeala of dragoons, 
1,33.^ stront^; four regiments of artillery, 1,606 
xtroiig ; seven retriment.s of infantry, 3,118 strong ; 
ami 1418 rin;u;i- and unattached soldiers. This 
force launder the cumroaDd of M^or General Ma« 
comb, General-in-chief, whose bead quarters are at 
Washington. Tbia force ia, howcTer, aoaeeptible of 
considerable enlargement, without any increaaa of 
regimental ofTirer?, or losing nuicli of it» itnn * 
efficiency, l iie cost of tbia establishment, wait itie 
ordnance, superannuated, and all other departments 
coooectcd with ibe aerricc, averagea about 4,000,000 
doliata. The American army la asalgned for lb* 
protection of the maritime and interior frontiers, 
'i he arlilltry is necessarily hroken op into small dc- 
UchrocDta, corresponding with the number of forti- 
cations. The dragoons infantry is chiefly stationed 
on the interior frontier; and, as the Indiana aire haU ' 
in check better by a f^w large bodies than by many 
'lelatlimeius, they are now more concentrated. The 
|>olii:y of Mr. C.inioun, in \ nif ing far w iiliifi the 
Indian country the cordon of poata, baa, we believe, 
been generally followed by bia •ucccaaeia in tba 
War Department. 
Daring the last war with Englaml, iteaaootha 

denied tliat ihe .American army labored under ?Dm8 
disadvantages which now no longer exist. Ai ihat 
lime, it may be said, there was no eetablishcd sys- 
tem, either of tactiiis, disi-iplioe, or administration. 
Steuben'a work, the Manual of the Revolution, had 
been f^utfered to sink into disuse, and its place bad 
been »upi)lied by a selection from more modern sys- 
(fms, as suited the ta<le or caprice of the otficers. 
I'hc regulations were Itx nun scripla, founded only 
on usages or oi dei s v\ h ich were no longer accesaibla* 
Thus the officers of regiments raised in 1813, arara 
left almost entirely to conjecture at to erery point 
of duly. Two attempts were ui?.(]c c-srly in thr war 
to introduce new systems of inlantry tactics, both of 
»\lii( h appear to have been only partially successful. 
A resolution paaaed Coogrcaa, early in 181S, '* re^ 
quiring a military ayatcm of dlacipline for the hifan- 
try of ihe army and the militia of the United States" 
lo be piepari il. A tioard o( ofiicers was constituted, — 
which compileil a syMem of In/antiy T'litixs, from 
lite most modern and approved works, which waa 
adopted, <ind which, aa reelaad in 1624, is now, we 
believe, the guide of the army. Tba arliilriy waa» 
however, still, and alwayahad bean, wilhoataoy aa* 
tahlished giii 1 ■ , hi I l rr wne no system of general 
police and retnlaiiun. lioih these deiicienclet were 
supplied in 1921. * A Trtatite on JlrlilUry, by Gen. 
Lellemandt waa then adopted by the President iae 
Ihe service of Ihe United States ; and, during tba 
same year, a Syttetn of General RegtUation* waa 
compiled by Major Gener.il Scott, from the English 
and French services, which has since been t ti forced 
throughout Ihe army. In 182ft, Mr. True man Crosa 
compiled and published, under the authority of the 
War Department, The Military LawMo/UiM UmiUi 
Slates, a volume which contains a complete cede of 
lis army lezislaiion, from the commencement of tbf> 
Government doivn to that time. We do not venture 
at praaeol lo exprc^i an opinion, as to bow far these 
systems are calculated to produce uniformity and 
eOiciency ; they have, doubtleMl. In many respeeia* 
been subaequenily in proved ; but no one can glance 
over Ibejnililary iawa, wiihoul being struck with the 
want or regularity and ci ngrnity, which i nn ; Is 
thioughout the army legialation of the United Stales.

When that event broke otti, 
Itio continental Cons^r'^s^ qnir kly felt the ncces«lty 
of all iiirrea<«e<l maritiuif dclciice ; and. early in 
1776. a coirunittee of that body was appointed to 
conaider of the fortify lOR .one or more potta on the 
American coast, in the atrongesi manner." What- 
ever number of pouts tnif;ht h»ve been erected in 
consequence of this re»«dutiori, few of them re- 
niaitinl nl t:lo^c tit iIm? vv-ir ; lor, Iitlore Hif jif-u i', 
the Brili4h navy had mzsU' iirt way into every im- 
portant harbor except Bovtitri.

The want of means precluded the working out of

»e;i(iurls, wpre the only rp«nlH of tlii^ lei;islat>on . 
Ten years elAps«d bfliMc il>i' nltrnt jiMi of I'ori^res* 
was aj^^in directed to (tu* su'>joct o( I<priit'n iitDiis. In 
the befinniiijc of liiOS, an appropriation of one mil- 
lion of dollara waa maile, to enable the President to 
repnir nriH finish auch workt at had already been 
coinplt'tcd or bt ijun, and to erect otiiers. Under this 
most of tl:L' lisrbors of juy iiii(ii)rl;iiiie in tlit;- 
United Stales were fmltlicil. Hut. .i« the MOik^lud 
beefl deferred until the monu Mi oi urgent necessity, 
Ihcj were senerally planned willteut much regard to 
the rules of fortification, and without any view of a 
^crirnl sviilftii of defence, anil were ha-ttily con- 
*Slrucled o( pt riuhable materials. These foriilii:ation«*, 
however, imperfect and iii-iiliii i^nt as th^y were, af- 
forded conaiderable protection to the country during 
the aubpeqnent war ; but, after ita concluaion, they 
mo«tly fell into a s'nto of dii.ipidation, or weie kept 
from fnllin^ into that state by frequent and expen- 
Btv rcpiiirn. 

Soon after peace h4d been eslabiieihed, a plan of 
anrveyii weeaeltledand pat in operation by Conj(refla. 
It embraced a complete examination of thccoaat* to 
far as it could enter into a general system of national 
defence. Kach harbor or bay was aLxiirrttrly and 
deliberately explored, in rejfrard of its capacity for

antl by practice." Others object to it on specific and 
iiiieriul L:rouiid>i, inio wliich it would l>o idle hereto 
enter, it may have faults, but the advantaeea de- 
rived from it are groat, and will, donbtloM, be pei^ 
maneut. 

About the yrar 1824, Mr. Canioun eetabliabed an

FLORIDA WAR. 

FoBT Kf ir«y sr. isso. 

The last fifteen or twenty Jays have been to ua a 
<>eason of iiiiich interest and speculalioD. The Flori- 
da war has beeo so often eoded, that every step taken 
to effect e retult lo deiireUe, ecemed to ttok im still 
deeper in the inir'>,and caused us to look coofitlently 
for a more haraMin<: and sAnguinary continuance. 
But the occurrences or the last week leave no doubt 
bat that the war it eoded, eod we «t leett hete the 
ptoepeet of beiof relieTed from ponulog an enemy 
who can never be foaod oroambered bat uoder a 
flag of truce. 

Cien. Macomb arrived at Garey^s Ferry in April, 
eod Immediately bMed ordem to the army generally , 
of aueh a diaracter an would be the means of open- 
ing a communication with tlie hostilcs, and appoint- 
ed the Ist of May for a general council at Fort King. 
Aii the friendly Indians and negroes were despatch- 
ed into the interior with iastmetione to obtain ao in- 
terview, if posdble ; but from the threats which had 
been from time to time received from tltem. there 
were but few who predicted a successful result. The 
neat czperi»ced oHlceis lo Florida were of tli^ 
opinion. No Indian or white man wobid run the 
hazard of encoiintering-them, as Sam Jones had sent 
in wotd, that any stranger who approached his camp, 
under any circuiostaoces whatever, should be put to 
death. 

Geo. Macomb arrived here on the 30lh April, but 
not an Indian was to be seen or heard of. amf from 
tite frequent depredations in dili'ereut partd ui the 
conntiy, the prospect of a fueeemTul reanlt waa in- 
deed gloomy. Gen. Ta Vtoa came soon after, com- 
pletely discouraged. Thf friendly Indian whj iiad 
been with him Home six or eight roontiis, instead of 
buiug tiie medium of communication vviih the hos- 
lilae, had joined them, laltiog with kim at! the frlet d 
ly Indians at Tampa, and leaving word that Gen. 
Macomb had coine fwr fhe iiurnose of gatherint; 
tliera in uodar friendly asaurauccd, aeize them, and 
tranaport them fa ArkaMaa* and that he and his 
Crienda were not to be deceived. 

After this became known, every officer saw but a 
recurrence of those ilislieartcning events which have 
characterised this protracted war from ita very com 
nenecment. Gen. Macomb* honevert waa not wil- 
ling tir abandon his object under these circumstances, 
and accordingly adojited every plan that could be 
devised to aUaiii the desired end. Indian John, a 
frtendly Indiau, together with hia women and chil* 
dcen, reeeivod preaenta and pwvidona. and wero di> 
leeted to take themselves to the hammocks and 
■wamp8, ntui not return until he ha.l had un inler- 
Tiew with some of tlie hoitilea. lie reluiued alter 
tb« lapse of a few days, bringing the intelligence 
that eight Mlckaankie warriors wer^encamped with- 
!■ a mile of va, and the Ibllowlng morning tfonld viait 
tho camp. 



Early in the morning these distinj^uished^ visiters 
were seen wending their way through the pino 
weoda, towprda our encampment, bearing a white 
flax, and headed by Uar-lack'tuatenngge, a Ificka- 
sukie chief. They were received by Gen. M acomb 
with much form and ceremony, and with every mark 
of friendship and kindness. All of them were much 
embarraaaed by the appearance of so many olBeera 
and soldiers in uniform, and it waa not until they 
were told that they pertained to the rank of the Great 
Chief that was sent to talk to them, that they were 
at all Bitisfied. The appearance of these Ii^aaa waa 
indeed intereattng; aome of them had had no ialer- 
cotirsc with the whites Cor at least three years. The 
cliief, Har-lock-tustenugge was a man about thirty 
years of age, well dressed, tall, commanding person, 
manly, prepomaa ri ng countenance, and an expremive 
and fluent speaker. The Others Were quite yottttg, 
and remarkable for their hideous and repulsive faces, 
and their fine, well-proportioned, athletic persons, 
which were well displayed, they having no Other 
garb tlian a rough buck-skin shirt. The General ex- * 
ilained to them clearly ^n ? briefly the object of hia 
visit among them, and if rhey were willing to com- 
ply with his demands the white aniTred man could 
once more be at peace. Tito country heTow Feaao • • 
creek wa^ shown to themnpon the map, the bound- 
ary defined, and if they were disposed to go (!iere 
and be at peace, and not croi» the line, they should 
remain onmolealed, ihr the time being ; and that 
those Indiana who were committing depredatlona 
along the frontiers, in tho vicinity of Tallahassee, 
must be brought in Without delay. If you are wil- 
ling to accede to this, said Gen. Macomb, we can 
again be fHenda; if not, the war mast be contlnned. 
The chief evinced much pleaaare, and expressed hto 
willingne?* to comply with every demand. The In- 
dians, tie said, were scattered throughout the coun- 
try, in pariieaof Iburaod five, bot he knew that an 
soon as those west of the Suwannee river beard what 
he should send to thi?T!i, they would re«se ilcirde- 
predations, come in immediately, and retire to the 
country assigned them. His young men lie woold 
tend there witheat delay, requiring them to cennoin. 

This chief and bla companions left us the ibllowlng 

morning, and eight days aAer encamped in our vi- 
cinity with upwaidsof a hundred souls. In the mean 
time Lieut. Col. Hahmey arrived from Key Bis- 
cay nc with Chitto'tuate-nuggee, the principal chief 
of the Semlnolea and MIckaaukiea. Sandy, a faith* 
ful black interpreter, after three days' search, acci- 
dentally discovered tliis Indian near the Everglades, 
returning from a f^hing excursion. He immediately 
accosted him, when the chief asked him what ho 
wanted there. " I sdppeso you have come with more 
lim." Snndy, however, related to him the instruc- 
tiorif given to Col. Harney, by Gen. Macomb. 
which be waa Induced to believe, and cooaentedto 
accompany him io the fort. . 
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Upon Chitto-tufte-nitg^ce's arrival at Fort Laoder- 
dale, he obtained from Ll. Col. Uabnbt mcorrobo> 
ratkm •( all that bad betn told him by Sandy. R* 
•tpraUNd bit willinpneas to accompany €ot. Har- 
KEV to any point to meet Gfn. Macomu; bui, be- 
fore doing ao, was deairoua to return to hia tribe and 
aoRMlt opoft the Kccplaiiea aftba term offared 
Ifaoiii. Altar ao abaanca of tliraa dayi, be returned, 
bringing with him O-che hadjo, a young chief wlio 
bad been delegated by (he triba to witneas bis pro* 
ceedings with the whitea. 

aain Jonai, froA bia a«a and inabilHy to traral. 
4adiaad ooming ; but de i r c<\ ins acquiescence in the 
Itrma proposed to be made known. This man, in 
Iba opinion of the Indiana, hat never been consider- 
ad an Important cbief, and lata la now tban avar. 
Tha Mickaialtiea, of which tribe he ia a chier, have 
hereiornre occupied tht: northern portion of the Pe- 
nioiuia j but from the inroads isade upon them by 
tlw traops, (bey,bava bm obllgad to retire south, 
eahlvato and lite upon land belonging to Iba Setni- 
notes, who are by far more numerous. The Scmi- 
nolea, finding thia to be tiie caae, and having an an- 
tipathy tonhia feeble but warlike nation, detariniued 
tv brjng than into aubjaetion by insMiog upon iba 
election oi a Seminole chief, who waa to govern all ; 
and, in !hr> event of tlicir refuaal, compel them to 
leave tlieir pouolry. The Mickaaukies, being re 
4nead to this amaigancy, coneantad, and Chitto* 
tnato»nnggaa wea elected ^.hief. He ia about forty 
ypar<? of — remarkably ploa.'anl and attable when 
•pokeo to, but at otber|(iiBe« very dignified and reaerv- 
nd. By Ue eaovanation and conduct in and oat oi 
conneil, ha ahowad blmaalf to ba n nan of mveb In- 
telligence and oleervation. The Indiana paid him 
gr(>at rrgpect, and aaaemad gratifiad in having so able 
a counsellor. 

Tba last connell wta baU on tha XU inet.; both 
dialb were present, together, with forty -fitra Senil' 
note and MicknHukic warriora. Gen. MAmviH, up- 
on this occasion, aa upon all others, gave to ii a de- 
gree of escitemant and intorcal by adhering to im- 
pailag farata and caramonlcs.

the present allotted them. rhitto-tuste-tiHirsree fol- 
lowed in a brief and sensible speech. He expressed, 
with great earnestness, the pleasure he derived in be- 
ing once more friunds ; and hbi eoncarrenca and that 
of his tribe In all that had been proposed. The most 
vigoroas measures, he said, should be immediately 
adopted lo bring in the straggling parties; and a ^ 
complete lemoTal should be cffccled, to ihe country 
assigned, without delay. He derircd that posts might 
be established near their boiirnlarit!", to keep the 
whites from intnulitiij; upon them; anil that a space 
of ground might be made between them — a neuiiat 
ground — upon which neither Indiana nor white man 
should dare to venture. Har-lock-tiisie-nuggee said: 

he had but little fo say — the chief whf ^ i ? preced- 
ed him had rpoken the worda of his own heart — ttM 
tounbawb and acalping-knifa are new horiad forever; 
and the Great Spirit knows our hearta are true. Six 
of my young men, who you see are not here, are 
goup we*t of the Suwannee river, and in the vicinity 
of Tallahassee, to carry the great tail;. I know,", 
said be, *' that murders hare been recently commit* 
ted — it could not ha elhervvi<<c, aa tho«c ItKhans have 
not yet i»eurJ the WotiIa of our great father. When 
they hear it, all will be peace, and our people shall 
Immediately retire to the country designated. ' 

When he bad finished. Gen. Macomb told them If 
any ojxe present had any thing to say he was ready to 
hear them. They said they had nothing to say, thr-r 
chiefs had spoken the words of their own hearts. 
The council, broke up, after being In session about 
four hours. Every act and expression on the part of 
the Indians evinced the utmost sincerity and friend- 
ship. Ttiry aitriboied the war to the proper cause . 
the aggresdon of the whiici, and warn willlof In re- 
tire to any part of FlorUa to avoid thoee unforlnnatt 
collisions which liave exiftted for so many years. Tlie 
men were destitute of t lolhing other than a buck- 
skin shirt ; and the women and children were almost 
hi a state of nudity. Thoae who had covering wet* 
wrapped up in old forage bag^, picked up in the ri- 
cinily of abandoned pOSIS ; thef WCtC tfUly objaCiS 
of commiseration. 

Tha gathering in of the tndmni nod their remnvii 
is amigned to the commanding olBeara af the dlAi^ 
ent posts throughout the conntry ; and from the con- 
duct of the Indian*, and the discreet and judicious 
manner in which all things have.been conducted, we 
have no doubt but that peace is (if the Oevemment 
is 80 dtspoted) permanently restoied. No deception 
has been practiced ; nothing has been diitT'iisoiJ, and 
to Gen. Macomb's candor and fraukneM, bis gener- 
ous altentione to Ibebr wanta and wishes, and mhia 
knowledge of their habits and manners, may ha at- 
tributed his success in the present undertaking. He 
certainly deserves great credit for his uniirin? zeal 
and perseverance in overcoming the numerous aad 
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tliscouraging circumstances which occurred from 
day tu day ; and the citizens of yiorida, if actimteU 
by any other notivet lhao gain, ahould be gralelui 
for his f ffortf in ctoting • war which i« onlj distiD* 
gtliabed for itt cold-Uooded murders— ils drain upon 
the treasury of our muiitry — and its filling; tlie pock- 
CU of tbose who have done muchi and may be ex- 
pcefad to do mora In contflbaCtDg to Its eentintttnce.

A chain of posts 
is to be established across the country* froin Tampa 
Iby tn Fort Mellon, leaving a «pace of country — a 
neutral ground — between the Indian boundary and 
the oesreit post, of about fifty miles in breadth. In- 
fantry and dngoons are to ocenpjr the poets» and by 
placing there intelligent and jiidirioiif) officers, who 
arc acqttainted with the fridian character, and with 
the disposition of the settlers resorting to such places 
foe tnAe and ^n, we nay leek for much good re- 
aultlnf tnm the present einngement. One thing 
mn?t re^tilt from it • wo can, within ihe coming six 
or nine months, obtain an intimate knowledge of 
their fhstneisce; and if the Government persists In 
driving them from the country, merely to carry out 
the policy of emigratioo which is adopted, we can 
meet them upon more equal grounds, and PERn .tPS 
succeed. But if ibe true policy be observed, that 
which is due to humanity end jiisUce, end that which 
is demanded by our cititens, whnare dilckening up- 
on our western frontier unprotected, they will be al- 
io»ed to remain. Let loose such spirits as these in 
a country to which they must Iw taken by force, and 
the Kcnee which have been eneeted here Ihe lest 
four years will bear no comparison with the bloody 
conllicls nnd murder? which must ensue npon that 
border, where are aasembled fifty thousand warriors, 
who only want n tender to give tent to a feeling

PAY OP THE ARMT. 
I'o tho^ Hod. i R. Po i n sktt, 

Sectetnry of If of. 

Sir : In your rapacity of a custodian of the rights 
of the members of the army. I would respectfully 
ask your nttenlioii and interference in a case In 
which a right, having a no lighter foundation than a 
positive law, haa been set at nought, and is in a fair 
way to be lost sight of. 

The first section of " an attfo increase the present 
military establishment ol the Unitp<l Slates, and for 
other purpoaea," approved July 6, 1838, contains 
the fbllowing claoae: •*jSnd bt it further enacted. 
That every commissioned officer of the line or staff, 
pxclimive of ffpneral olTicer?. i>hall be entill( (' to re- 
i * ivf uiif additional ration per diem for every five 
year<i he may have #erve I, or shall serve* in toe ar- 
my of the United Slates." 

A decision of the 2d Comptroller of the Treasury 
haa been published to the army, toibet /T.xt that 
this service in the army must have been in the capa- 
city of a commissioned olficer, to come within the 
meaning and benefit of the section. And, conae- 
queniiy, that aervlce aa cadet* aergeant, corporal? or 
private, ia not to he counted by the paymaster. 

I have looked in vain into the law of March 3, 
1817. which creates the office and prescribes the* 
dutien of llie .Second Comptroller, for hia anihoritv 
to decide auch a point ; it could originate no where 
but in the folloiring claoae of aectfon 9: xThat It 
shall be the duty of tho Second romptroller to ex- 
amine all accounts *pttlccl hy the Second. Third, and 
Fourth Auditors, and certify the balances ari!<ing 
thereon, to the Secretary of the Department in which 
the expenditure has been incurreo."
